stones of Russia. Unlike many of Engiand’s 
territorial acquisitions, the seizure of Heligo- 
land was at the time justifiabie; for otherwise 
it would have become an outlying station of 
France. But, although confirmed to Great 
Britain by the peace of 1814, the British have 
never regarded Heligoland asa permanent 
addition tothe empire. No large sums have 
been expended upon fortifications and the 
expenditures for maintaining the post have 
not much exceeded £1,200 a year. 
THE ROCK OF HELIGOLAND. 

The main isict might have been made 
a Malta, although not a Gibraltar. 
it consists of a rock rising out of the North 
Bea to the height of abouttwo hundred feet. 
It contains a population of about two thousand 
souls. The people are ot Frisian descent and 
are mostly occupied as fishermen and pliots. 
They are akin tothe Hollanders. Helgoland 
lies 46 miles northwest of the mouths of the 
de and Weser. There is a sma)! village 
upon the rock and a light-house to 
ald the mariners in those waters. 
In the event ot awar with Germany, Heligo- 
land would be a magnificent naval rendes- 
yous, commanding German trade in the North 
Bea and forming a station from which British 
War vessels could operate with effect against 
the important commercial cities of the em- 
pire. But England has no apprehension of 
any war with Germany and even in such an 
altogether improbable event, no island of tue 
sea, however well fortified, could be expected 

d hold out for any length of tre against the 
British navy. 

BISMARCK’S AMBITION. 

Germany will undoubtedly fortify Heligo- 
land in a manner as formidable as the situa- 
It is noteworthy fact that 
the cession of Heligoland is really the cap 
heat jn the unification of Germany, regard- 
ing Heligoland, from its geographical stand- 
point as Germans see it. It was Prince Bis- 
marok’s ambition to add this _Iittile 
atom of territory to the empire 
which he created. Ite possession 
by Engiand, although not originally 
seized from Germany, wasa rankling thorn 
im the side of the German nation, like Gibral- 
tar to Spain, Melita to Italy, and Aden to 


’ Arabia and such as Calais was for centuries to 
France. 


The floating of a British flag over 
the lone outpost inthe North Sea has been a 
perpetual reminder tothe world of Prussia’s 
Greatest humiliation and itssurrender is the 
crown of Prussia’s triumph. 

A dispatch trom Berlin says that the Dowa- 
ger Rmpress Frederick was at the bottom of 
the cession of Heligoland to Germany, and 
that she had two objects in view in bringing 
itabout, The first was to elevate ber son, the 
Emperor William, to a foremost position in 
the eyes of the diplomatic world, and the 
second was the further humiliation of ner 
fallen foe, Prince Bismarck. Every diplomat 
and politician in Europe was aware of the fact 
that during the whole political career of the 
Iron Obancellor one of the objects to which he 
most steadfastiy aimed was the possession of 
Heligoland by Germany. Every art was prac- 
tieed by the diplomatic Prince Bismarck and 
brought into play to compel or cajole England 
to give up Helgoland to Germany. He once 
paid that German unity would not be com- 
Plete without. possesstion ofthe island. Now

THE FEELING IN ENGLAND. 

Antipathy. exists In some quarters in En- 
giand to the surrender of anything once held 
by England, but if there is ndt Parliament will 
yield patriotic scruples to the common 
sense of Lord Salisbury. The transac- 
tion has removed alf causes of friction 
which existed between Germany and Great 
Britain, and both can, on their way, go into 
Africa without interfering with each other. 
Stanley was right in his unstinted praise of 
Salisbury’s policy. The visit of the Emperor 
William to Queen Victoria comes in most hap- 
plly after this performance, and will givea 
kind of ratification to it. The trip to St 
Petersburg, which is to follow, will tnis time 
have a political significance, which the Em- 
peror’s first visit did not possess. It is now 
certain that Chancellor von Caprivi will ac- 
company his sovereign, and an effort will 
be made to arrange a basis, if not of alliance 
at least of agreement, which willremove some 
of the causes which perpetually threaten the 
peace of Europe. Shonid a meeting between 
William and Francis Joseph succeed, as is 
contemplated, an opportunity would be given 
the German Emperor to act as mediator be- 
tween Russia and Austria, and there is every 
reason to believe he would make the best of 
the situation. With these three 
great powers in harmony, the triple all- 
ance of the central powers undisturbed 
the ratching of Italy once. more toward 
France and England, now 20 inter- 
ested in the maintenance of the pres- 
ent state of things, no combination of 
the circumstances could promise  bet- 
ter for the tranquility of nations. 
clouds in the sky are the 
differences which exist between Great 
Britain and France. The new found fishery 
dispute may be disposed of with concession 
on both sides for no principles are seriously 
involved, and neither country is deeply in- 
terested. 

A NEW TROUBLE ARISES. 

But another question, an old one, has been 
revived which may cause trouble. France is 
again taking interest in Eastern Africa, and 
is putting forth claims as protector of the 
Christian populations in the East under Turk- 
lan rule. She also inaists on the performance 
of the guarantees, and stipulated in the 
Anglo-French convention by which England 
and France were pledged to uphold the in- 
dependence of the Sultan. Engiand is not 
anmious to have these obligations revived, 
the less because she sees that France is only 
seeking to restore prominence in the East. It 
ison the basis of these revived guarantees 
that she proposes to do away with ber 
present protectorate over Tunis, and make «a 
new treaty which will strenathen her position 
allaiong the Mediterranean coast of Africa, 
and may disturb the hold England has upon 
Egypt. 

PLON-PLON’S VIEWS. 

Prince Napoleon, familiarly known as Pion- 
Pion, is now in London and has given his 
views on the subject. He welcames with joy 
the determination of France to resume her 
once proud position in the East, the nobie 
heritage which was left her by the 
empire. The treaties still exist, 
they have not been revoked, on them she 
found, her claims, and if treaties are of 
any value in Europe, her claims must be 
allowed. They are just, their ob- 
jects« are benevolent. She seeks 
to protect Christianity and advance 
the cause of civilization. France hs not 
been behind in the scramble for Africa. Nut 
only has she secured a large slice of the Con- 
go at the very gates of the laud, but she has 
been quietly extending her possessions in 
the Upper Senegul, mustering an 
Ahmed expedition in the Western Soudan, 
hitherto neglected. At the same time she has 
designs on the rich and fertile Dahomey, and 
has espoused the cause of the chief of Porto 
Novo, who rules over a strip of 
the Dahomelan coast to secure a foothold 
there. The King now seeks to make pexce 
and has given up all his prisoners. This gives 
France the needed opportunity te push ser 
advantages.

Prince Albert Vietor of Eogiand Will Eater 
the Heuse of Peers.

Duke of Clarence, 
Prince Albert Victor, 
will enter upon the 
full privileges of man’s 
estate when he takes 
his seat In the House 
of Lords the coming 
week.

boy than as a young man. His father, 
the Prince of Wales, considers that 
his own very early emancipation 
from parental control was rather a 
misfortuue than otherwise, and in the case of 
his sons he has steadily set his face against 
any premature or precocious independence.

The party 
intends when Parnell returns to the House, 
which, itis hoped, will be on Monday, to 
reply to the Archbishop, who wrote in 
haste, without proper knowledge of the facts.

They are frantic about it. If he does 
not withdraw it a big row is im- 
minent. The Government is in a desperate 
difficulty and a crisis is expected any day. 
The Liberals, while anxious to diminish the 
Government's majority on the publicans’ bill, 
consider it bad tactics to defeatit. If de- 
feated the Ministers would not resign but 
avoid the chance and drop the bill, whereas 
Gladstone wants the bill passed as it will be 
invaluable in attacking the Government at 
the general election. it was a lucky chance 
that the Ministers had amajority.on Thurs- 
day, for they foundered about in a most hel p 
less fashion, The compensation bill has in- 
jured them so much they dare not appeal to 
the country, and a reconstruction of the 
cabinet, taking in Hartington, le not an im- 
probable upshot of the critica! situation.

The Standard says: It is a matter for pro- 
found regret that Mr. Munrois gone. The 
public are naturally skeptical regarding Col. 
Bradford. 

The Times says that the rapid Increase of 
police discontsnat and ‘agitation increase the 
regret at the unhappy relations between Mr. 
Matthews and Mr. Munro. It trusts that all 
parties will exercise patience and seit- 
restraint, and strengthen the hands of Col.

On all sides regret is expressed that Munro 
has been shelved.

He is essentially a military 
man, and thisfact augurs a repetition of the 
blunders and arevivalof the offensive feat- 
ures of the comm issionership of General Sir 
Charles Warren, whose retirement few re- 
gretted. The Radicals are furious over the 
appointment of Bradford, whom they regard 
asthe appointee of the Prince of Wales, but 
derive a degree of consolation from their con- 
viction that It will hasten the severance of the 
Police Department from thecontrolof the 
Home Office, for which the thrusting aside of 
Munro paved the way. It ies hardly possible 
that Bradford will prove himeelf the equal of 
Munro, who is acknowledged to be the most 
efficient head the Department has bad in 
years, and it is predicted that his term will be 
short.

FOREIGNERS IN FRANCE. 


Rigereus Exuforcement of the Rules in Re- 
lation te Residence. 
fpecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Pants, June 21.—Americans as well as En- 
glishmen are interested in the new and rigor- 
ous enforcement of the law relating to the 
residence of foreigners in France. No for- 
eigner can now reside in any part of France 
fora period exceding four months without 
registering his declaration. When he 
leaves a commune where he has been 
residing he is bound to notify the Mayor and 
inform him of the place to which he means to 
proceed. The Mayor thereupon notifies the 
authorities of the commune to which the 
foreigner is about to remove, and specially 
mentions the day of arrival. The foreigner 
falling to register may be fined. Thus & per- 
fect surveillance as thorough as that of Russia 
is maintained over the alien population in 
France. 


THE GOLD CURBENT. 


Reasons Suggested fer the Movement From 
London to the Continent. 


BERLIN; June 21.—It is possible that the 
whole of the recent movement of gold is ex- 
plalnable by the higher rates of interest 
which have prevailed in Germany and 
France, and in fact the whole of 
the Continent, than in London. In short, 
money has been tight allover the Continent, 
while it was easy in London. This of itself 
would not only cause sales of 
investment securitities by the Conti- 
nent to London, but would cause the 
movement of other capital from London to 
the continent for the sake of the higher rates 
ofinterest. Now that money has grown easier 
here it goes in gold to London for the conti- 
nent.

THE POOL OF BETHESDA, 


A Remarkable Discovery by the Monks at 
Jerusalem, 


Consul Henry Gilman, writing to the State 
Department from Jerusalem, gives the follow- 
ing account of the discovery of the Pool of 
Bethesda: 

Of the more remarkable discoveries in the 
ancient city during the year that of the 
Bethesda is of paramount interest and im- 
portance. As is well known, the Birket 


Israel has in the past been considered as the 
site of the Bethesda, but the excavations of 
the Algerine Monks under the ruins in the 
rear of the Crusader Church of St. Anne have 
gradually transferred opinion in favor of the 
latter locality. This was strengthened by 
the discovery of a ruck-hewn pool con- 
taining water beneath three successive struc- 
tures. Subsequent excavations revealed the 
remains of two tiers of five-arched porches, 
the lower tier being Inthe pool. The intelli-‘ 
gent labors of the monks who are in charge 
of the property bave been further rewarded 
by the recent recovery of another pool con- 
taining a good supply of water to the west- 
ward of that first discovered,the entire agree- 
ing with the discriptions of the Bethesda as 
given by the fathers of the church and Chris- 
tian vilgrims and writers as early as the 
fourth century. The correspondence in num- 
ber of the five porches to those wentioned in 
the gospe! of St. John (v., 2) will not escape 
notice. Steps cut in the rock lead down to 
the water. An ancient Christian churoh in 
ruins surmounts all. The remains ot 
the upper tier of porches extend above the 
pool at right angles from the north wali of the 
crypt beneath the church, in which the apse 
atthe east end, though dilapidated, is atill 
distinctly defined. 

On clearing away the debris that choked the 
fifth porch westward of the apse all these dis- 
coyeries culminated In revealing the remains 
of a painting of fresco upon the plaster of the 
wall in tbe rear. This. discovery was made 
just before Easter, or about April 18 last. The 
fresco represents an angel as if descending 
into and troubling the water, which latter is 
depicted by conventional zig-zag and wavy 
lines ofan olive green, shaded with black, 
more suggestive of Egyptian hieroglyphbics 
than of modern art, and surrounding the fix- 
ure on every side. The right hand of the 
angel was shown as uplifted; but 
this has been carefully destroyed, 
probably by the Moslems, after their 
habits, in the early days of their 

ower. 80, also, the face of the angel, which 

as been battered so as to be completely ob- 
literated. The glory or nimbus above the 
head, painted an orange cllow, still re- 
mains, but little injured. e edge of the 
pool appears to be indicated by a broad red 
line inclosing the painting and having an oc- 
casional rectangular projection into the 
beeen perhaps representing steps or the 
— or the porches. On the east of this fifth 

arreled arch (the wall extending at right 
angles) are the remains of another figure, also 
in fresco, much defaced, and supposed to 
represent the Savior. Above the head, evi- 
dently intentionatly mutilated, is a portion of 
the nimbus and in she lower outer corner of 
the painting part of a.biue robe. : 

It is to be regretied that these frescoes, the 
colors of which were quite bright when —. 
uncovered, have since greatly faded, so that 
the blue is now dull, ashy gray. The reds 
and yellows, however, though lowerea in 
tone, preserve their hues somewhat better. 

To simmarize these discoveries are as fol- 
lows: First comes the rubbish covering the 
ruins and bulls upon by the more or 
modern Turkish houses; next beneath is the 
small church, with apse; under this 
crypt, with five porches, containing the fres- 
coes; and, fourth and last, underneath ail is 
the pool itself, out In the solid rock, and with 
five arches of well preserved masoary. This 
last, from the historicaland other svidence, 
I have not the slightest doubt in the veritable 
pool of Bethesda.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 21.—Mr. Morrill 
présented several petitions for a duty of $2 
a pound on tobacco and several (all, he sald, 


emanating from one firm in Oulo and sent out

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. Ed-

The House. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—There was a buzz of 
earnest conversation in the House when the 
Speaker called it to order to-day. ‘‘What 
will be the next move?’’ was the single topic 
discussed. The little knot of Democratic 
leaders were gathered around Mr. Biland’s 
seat, and it was evident that a plan of action 
was being mapped out. The rainy weather 
kept many from the galleries, but nevertheless 


there was a fair sprinkling of spectators. The 
Speaker announced, immediately after the 
journal had been approved without objection, 
that the pending question was a motion to re- 
consider the vote ordering the yeas and nays 
on the motion of Mr. McKinley to lay on the 
table the appeal of Mr. Bland from the decision 
of the Speaker that Mr. Bland’s resolution 
providing for the consideration of the Senate 
sliver bill was out of order. 

Mr. Bland said that he wished to withdraw 
the appeal, but Mr. McKinley objected to 
this. 

This brought Mr. Blount of Georgia to his 
feet with a question of order. He held that 
the business on the Speaker’s table should be 
disposed of before other business could be 
taken up, according to the rules. 

Mr. Springer of lllinols thought Mr. Bland 
bad aright to withdraw his appeal. 

After a short oontroversy it was decided 
that Mr. McAlnley’s motion to lay Mr. 
Biand’s appeal on the table was in order, and 
on it the yeas and nays were ordered. Before 
the vote was announced most of the Demo- 
crate who had voted withdrew their votes. 
The result was: yeas 146, nays 45, and the ap- 
peal was lad on the table. Bringing his 
gavel down on the desk severai times, 
the Speaker fiually managed to secure almost 
perfect quiet. Then, risingin his chair, he 
made a long statement concerning his action 
in referring the silver bill to the Committee 
on Coinage, Welghts and Measures and the 
subsequent proceedings in the House in re- 
ward to that action.

McKinley as quickly moved to lay the appeal 
on the table. Amid shouts of ‘‘Vote!’’

CARTHAGE, Mo., Juee. 21.—New develop- 
ments in Jasper County are constantly being 
made and it is scarcely possibie to keep the 
farmers in line at their old plodding avoca- 
tions, because they many of them realize 
that raising tupport for man and beast 
will not support and enrich them so quickly 
as searchiug for the mineial which underlies 
tne fertile acres which heretofore they have 


been so proud of cultivating. The rich re- 
turns which those farms recently given over 
to the mining camps are yielding enables 
those owhers who formerly contended with 
a heavy mortgage debt to live in luxu- 
rious style. The happy contentment which

ST. LOUIS AND THE CONSUS. 
According to census reports the popule- 
tion of St. Louls inoreased from 160,777 in 
1860 to 810,864 in 1870, or about 98 per cent; 
then to 850,518 in 1880, or only about 13 per 


cent. 


No observant citizen familiar with the 
actual growth of the city ever believed 
that, between the two decades referred 
to, there was any such difference in favor 
of the war decade as thgse figures indi- 
cate. The general and settled belief is 
that the census enumeration was cons.d- 
erably overdone in 1870, and that the in- 
crease from 1860 1880 was much more 
evenly divided between the two census 
periods. ) 

But no former census was ever so uni- 
versally distrusted and discredited by in- 
telligent citizens as the one which gives us 
a population of only 435,000 in 1890, an in- 
crease of but 85,000, or a little over 24 per 
cent, since 1880. The many milesof new 
residence streets built up, the great num- 
ber of new houses erected in every ward, 
the registration, the school enrollment 
and ali the trustworthy indices 
of real growth had satisfied 
everybody that the increase of population 
in round numbers since 1880 exceeded the 
increase of any former decade. When 
told that it is 10,000 less than the average 
for the two decades from 1860 to 1880 we 
need but a glance at the overwhelming 
evidence of negligence and incapacity on 
the part of the enumerators to satisfy us 
that the returns do a gross injustice and a 
grievous wrong to this city. 

Shall we sit still and let it go forth that 
St. Louis has in twenty years receded from 
the fifth place to the seventh among 
American cities; that the metropolis of the 
most rapidly growing section of the 
Union has been passed in the race by two 
Atlantic Coast cities? Todo this without 
a vigorous effort to correct the monstrous 
errors of a most inefficient census corps, is 
to admit that there is neither life nor 
public spirit nor executive ability in 
the community. To accept the situation 
with a remonstrance or a protest that is 
but idle wind, would place St. Louis un- 
der a cloud for ten years to come, and de- 
prive her of representation, appropria- 
tions, appointments and many other 
favors, State and Federal, to which her 
true population entitles her. 

Only by going to work ourselves and 
making a correct census can we undo the 
wrong done us by the incorrect one.

Tux cession of Heligoland to Germany 
for a concession of 500,000 square miles of 
African territory to England by Germany 
has caused a great commotion in English 
politics, and may elicit protests from 
other great powers that do not recognize 
the right of Germany and England to 
divide Africa between them. Heligoland 
is a little fortified island only three miles 
in circumference in the North Sea, about 
forty miles out from the mouth of 
the Elbe. It was wrested from Den- 
mark by England in 1807 and has 
since been held asa valuable and com- 
manding naval station, having several 
good roadsteads.* Germany is therefore 
proud of the acquisition, and the English 
people might be equally proud of their 
partofthe transaction if they did not 
know that Germany’s cession of African 
territory vests no title any further than 
British and German soldiers can main- 
tain it by force ofarms. Thechief signif- 
icance of the matter is that it implies a 
powerful Anglo-German alliance for the 
control and division of Africa.

For there are some things to be bought in Lon- 


don even by those tourists whe are on their, 


way to Paris. Stockings, for fustance, and 
underwear ofall kinds, and clothes for gen- 
tlemen and umbrellas and antique silver and 
the beauteous Minton and Doulton china, but 
not dresses or ladies’ hats or even wraps; 
those are all so much better purchased in 
Paris. 

But to come back to the question of the 
London boarding houses, I must preface my 
statements by remarking that they differ 
widely in style and price, according to loca- 
tion and to their fashionable or unfashionable 
nature. Those where a man servant is kept, a 
fact, which, by the way, is always duly set 
forth in the advertisements of the house, are 
much dearer than the establishments where 
the service is executed by the neat-handed 


Phylliises of British servantaom in their 
clean white caps and aprons. The 
much-vaunted man servant is usually &@ 
German who bas also come to London to 
learn English, and so to qualify himself for 
a better position in one of the great hotels on 
the Continent than he could otherwise obtain. 
And he is not exactly, either in garb or de- 
meanor, 4 good substitute for the British 
flunkey, who ila avery stately and dignified 
personage. 

The best type of these houses is the clean, 
comfortable and reasonable boarding house, 
where, for a fixed sum per diem, ranging 
from $2 to $2.50 the 
season, one is g and 
served, and fed, and lighted (this last 
item involving no sickly glimmering candies, 
but a good-sizedigas jet in each bedroom). The 
only extras are wines and fires. The master 
or mistress of the house in most cases will 
take a benevolent interest in the trans- 
atiantic new comers, and will give them al! 
possible information about cab fares and 
omuldus routes, and theater tickets, the best 
piace to go to cateh a glimpse of 
the Queen, or to have a good 
look at the Princess of Waies. In the 
neat, substantially furnished drawing-room— 
whose one defect is a tendency to too many 
anti-macassars and an undue number of 
very ugly worsted mats, but where choice 
pleces of china and fine old engravings are 
not unfrequently to be met with—one finds a 
giowing fire In cold weather and a profusion 
of plants and flowers whenever the spring 
sunshine makes such decorations possibie. 
Piain, wholesome fare—joints and ples ane 
puddings for dinner, toasted bacon and eggs, 
delicate biloaters and kipper herring for 
breakfast, cold meat and hot po- 
tatoes and tartiets for lunch, and 
evening tea served in the drawing-room pre- 
vent any possibilities of ever feeling hungry. 
‘Lhe situation of the house is very often in the 
once fashionable and now thoroughly re- 
spectable, as well as central, precinct of 
Bioomsbury, a quarter whose history has just 
been is*ned in a handsome volume, witha 
profusion of tlustration. Therein is situated 
the British Museum, This edifice was once 
the town residence of the Dukes of Bedford, 
and, indeed, the whole digtrict belongs to the 
present Duke, and asthe long leases on most 
ofthe property are begiuniog to lapse, the 
value of his possessions is about to be doubled 
and trebied. . 

THE CHEAPER HOUSES. 

But one must be carefulas tothe status of 
the house In which to take up one’s abode, 
There are cheaper éstablishments of the kind 
in London, places where the boarder pays 
from $10 to $13 a week only. But most of 
these areas the abomination of desolation. 
Either they are 80 far away from the center 
of London attractions as to necessitate the 
spending of half one’s time in cabs and om- 
nibuses, or else mer have special drawbacks 
of thelrown in each instance. I will try to 
sketch some of this last-named and objection- 
able type of establishments for the benefit of 
m readers. 

lenbeim Terrace, Marlborough Square, is 
a wide, airy street just one biock in length, 
where boarding houses most do congregate. 
Of tne forty-two houses that it contains, 
thirty-nine are either boarding houses or 
apartment bouses. In the last named 
instances meals are either not furnished at 
all, orare supplied at the tenant’s cost, being 
ordered a la carte, and amongst the boarding 
houses aresome remarkably queer piaces in- 
deed. Thus at No.-——is to be found tue 
house presided over by Mrs. Larose. She is 
the widow of a Frenchman, and has arranged 
to eke out her scanty means of subsistence by 
taking boarders. She rents the house fur- 
nished, and if the quality of the furniture is 
any criterion she must get it ry cheap. 
There is not a whole chair or table to be found 
anywhere in the bouse, much leas a carpet 
without any holes in it. The edor of dirt 
and damp and desolation pervades the 
There is no drawing- 
ossibie foot of space being let to 
boarders. Thereis a ground-floor bedroom 
back ofthe dining-room, much affected by 
Americans because there are no stairs to 
climb, but it is damp, and the dresses that are 
hung in it against the wall become the abodes 


als. 
the bavoc made by him in the

These last types of the London boarding- 
house are not, it thust be confessed, very 
tempting. But with due care lu the selection 
of quarters, American ladies in particular 
who are traveling without escorts, may find 
smongst the London boarding- houses those 
of the first kind that I have described, where 
all bome comforts exist and Where the ex- 
— 4 are notexcessive. Icannot speak too 

igbly of the care and consideration that I 
beve always met with in the establisnment of 
this kind which has formed, for years past, 
my London headquarters.

Wonderful Perfection of the Savings Bank 
System in Eugland—The Japs and Their 
Methodse—Savings Banks in Uennectien 
With the Public Schools and the Chances 
for Their Introduction in St. Louis.

Zo HE savings bank sys- 

tem is aitracting at- 

tention in the West. 

Its popularity in East- 

ern centers has de- 

monstrated its value 

as an accumulating 

force in the financial 

system, and as & 

poverty preventing 

means for the work- 

ing classes. There 

are no extensive savings banks west of the 

Alleghanies and very few of any kind west of 

the Mississippi. A few years ago some St. 

Louis gentiemen tried to organize the system 

here, and had a law passed by the Legisiature 

toenable them to de so. They discovered, 

after the Legislature had adjourned, that the 

new act was not entirely consistent with the 

constitution, and they have never been able 

to undertake the savings bank system under 

it. A well Known capitalist has lately in- 

terested himself in the study of savings banks 

literature and statistics. It may be interest- 

ing to POST-DISPATCH readers to know some 

of the facts which he has accumulated in rela- 
tion to savings banks. 

SAVINGS BANKS IN ENGLAND. 

There are three kinds of savings banks in 
the British Kingdom, Poast-office savings 
banks, private sayings banks and penny 
savings banks. The Post-office savings banks 
may be found in every town and in almost 
every important village in the Kingdom. 
Wherever there is a considerable population 
such a bank bas been opened. All that is mec- 
essary to deposit in these banks is for the in- 
dividual to walk into the Post-office and say 
that he wishes to open an account. The at- 
tendant takes his name in full, his occupation 
and residence, and then the depositor signs a 
paper, showing that he has no money de- 
posited at any other savings bank. 
A pass-book is given him, in which 
is entered the amount of his 
deposit, and that isthe end of the transac- 
tion; no mere thantwo minutes is required 
for each depositor. Sometimes depositors 
stand iu line, waiting to make their deposits 
at the close of working hours or just after re- 
celving the weekly wages. After the first de 
posit is made further additions to it may be 
sent through the mails. Children under 7 
years of age may make deposits in the Post 
office banks through their parents or guard- 
lans. Married women make deposits lu these 
banks, which are deemed theirown separate 
property. Unless the wife takes her husband’s 
money without his consent and places it in 
the bank such deposits cannot be touched by 
the husband. Thus, tf a woman deposits her 
own earnings she can safely place it beyond 
reach of a spendthrift or dissipated husband. 

The interest paid on deposits of £1 and over 
is 24% per cent per annum. No one is allowed 
to deposit more than £30 annually in one of 
these banks, nor may the depositor have to 
his credit at anytime a sum greater than £20%. 

The money is drawn out or the bank through 
avery simple process. The postal depart- 
ment is responsible for every cent deposited, 
no matter whether the cashier (or Post- 
master) runs away or proves bonest. 

PRIVATE SAVINGS BANKS. 

There are more than 400 private savings 
banks in the kingdom. These banks pay a 
larger rate of Interest, and do a very exten- 
sive business. 

FENNY SAVINGS BANKS. 

The penuy savings banks receive deposits 
oflpenny ormore, and are patronized by 
persons of the poorer class; women and 
children being the most numerous on the list 
of depositors. These banks are conducted in 
the simplest manner possible. They are 
Opened in the evening for the accommodation 
of the working classes. Asmall pass-book is 
used in whieh entries of deposits is made, ac- 
cording to the regular banking system. 

Many persons have laid the foundation fora 
success{ul business life through the savings 
intrusted to these banks. They are not as nu- 
merous as the Post-office or private savings 
banks, but are growing constantly in popu- 
larity. 

THE JAPANESE SYSTEM. 

Perhaps the most astonishing facts come sal! 
the way from Japan. The Japs have avery 
thorough and successful system of savings 
banks. A well-known citizen of St. Louis, now 
resident in Japan, writes to a friendin this 
city in answer to inquiries concerning the 
Japanese banking system as follows: 

1am sending you by this mail, under sep- 
arate cover, ‘registered,’ thirteen reports 
of the Postmaster-General of Japan, begin- 
ning with the year 1875, the date of the éstab- 

ishment of the postal savings bank system in 
Japan. As there bas been no report issued 
since 1887, I append the savings bank 
statistics up to the present time. 
The total amount on deposit in the 
various offices througbout Japan on December 
81, 1889, was $20,421,229.62. The total number 
of depositors on that date was 762,061 and the 
average amount to the credit of each depos- 
itor was $26.79. The maximam amount that 
can be deposited at any onetime is 150. The 
minimum ameuntis 10 cents. Interest is al- 
lowed upon the smallest amount deposited. 
The rate of interest allowed ie 4.2 per cent per 


annum on amounts up to $1,000 and 8 per cent 


upon amounts exceeding $1,000. Interest is 


allowed Gommencing at the calendar month 


within the Antarctic circle; butin the Arctic | 


region there are 762 Kinds ot flowers.

Growth. of Statistical Science—Censuses 


1850 on a Scientific Basis—Recent Ad- 
vances. ie 
N the collection of 
statistics for the elev- 
enth or centenary 
census of the United 
States an old fact is il- 
lustrated in a new 
light. There never yet 
Was a census which 
did not meet with 
opposition from the 
‘people. Sometimes 
the been more and 
sometimes it has been 
less, but opposition 
bas always lurked 
path of the census 
taker. Hitherto the chief difficulty 
in the way ot obtaining free and 
ready information has been, strange 
to say, an admixture of superstition and fear. 
Fear has arisen on account of the ceneus be- 
ing taken by marshals, sheriffs and taxgath- 
erers, whence many citizens of the restiess 
class have apprehended tax-arrest or execu- 
tion when the census takers knocked at the 
doors. The other trouble, superstition, has 
existed almost from the first census in the 


somewhere in the 
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history of the world. It will de remembered 
by students of the Bible that an enumeration 
of the people of Judea by Joab, acting under 
the orders of King David, was followed by 
A THREE DAYS’ PESTILENCE, 

which carried off some 70,(00 of the recently 
counted individuals. It was thought atthe 
time that David and his superintendent of 
census, Joab, had no authority to do this 
thing, and the nation suffered for their super- 
erogation, That impression flourishes to-day 
with all its pristine vigor in the minds of 
Mohammedapns and other oriental peoples. 
and it is not altogether extinct in the enlight- 
ened precincts of the United States. 


As the late S. 8. Cox of New York said on 
February 18, 1879, in addressing the House of 
Representatives relative to the bill author- 
izing the tenth census: A census is no new 
thing under the sun. It antedates the Chris- 
tian era. It illustrates the Chinese, Japanese, 
Hebraic, Grecian and Roman civilizations.’’ 
The Jewish census listed the first born and 
first fruits, and was at first a religious custom. 
Afterward it was used for fighting purposes. 
In Rome the period of taking the census was 
five years, or, as the Romans distinctively 
called it, a lustrum; and the completion of the 
work was celebrated as a national 
holiday, the day of lustration, when 
zood citizens were rewarded and 
bad citizens were held up to pubile ig- 
nominy. Despite its antiquity, however, the 
census never reached beyond a mere enumer- 
ation or counting of the people until the 
United States extended its significance. 
Statistics themselves first entered the scien- 
tiie phase in 1749, when the new science 
received its name and the first complete 
statement of its principles by Prof. Acheuwall 
of Gottingen. It is only during the past two 
generations that statistical activity touched 
all varieties of human employment and re- 
source. When the constitution of the United 
States was formed there was no government 


fortaking a census. Among the many inno- 
vations in the direction of broad statesiman- 
ship that the fathers of this republic quietly 
set down in our original compact of govern- 
ment was the provision that there should be 
an enumeration of the people 

EVERY TEN YEARS. 

Previously, however, in the colonial period, 
enumeration ef the inhabitants had been 
made by order of the British Board of Trade. 

It was just here thatthe old Jewish super- 
stition against the census cropped out among 
the deeply religious colonists. In New York 
in 1712 the Governor of the colony excused 
the imperfections of the census by saying that 
„the people were deterred by a simple obser- 
vation thatthe sickness followed upon the 
last numbering of the people. Whence it 
appears that there was something like a vis- 
itationin the colonial days of the melan- 
choly fate that attended Joab’s ancient 
census. In 1726, again, Gov. Burnett of New 
Jersey sald, referring to an approaching 
enumeration, that he was advised that it 
might make the people uneasy, they being 
generally of New England extraction and 
thereby enthusiasts, and that they would take 
it for a repetition of the same sin that David 
committed in numbering the people, and 
might bring on the same judgment. Per- 
haps the latest instance of such a statement 
being pubiicly made was that of a speaker at 
a meeting in Washington, on November 12, 
1867, pending a census of the Dis- 
tricg of Celumbia to be made. by 
the Department of Education. This 
upcanny orator said: 1 regard the 
whole matter as illegal. Taking the census is 
an important matter. Inthe Bible we are 
told David ordered Joab to take the census 
when he bad no business to do 80, and Joab 
was punished for it. As the race of fools has 
not yet died cut, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that such views as this are also alive 
somewhere in this broad and variegated land. 

The first census act of the United States was 
dated March 1, 1790, and the first Federal 
census was taken in that year. It was limited 
to an enumeration of the Inhabitants. and 
embraced only one scheduie of six inquiries, 
In 1800 fourteen inquiries were instituted, but 
they were still confined to statistics of popu- 
lation. An attempt was made in 1810 to obtain 
some 

STATISTICS OF MANUFACTURES, , 
but the results were of no value. The same 
experience was repeated in 1820, and in 1830 the 
effort to go beyond the limits of the primitive 
census was abandoned. The next census was 
but little better, although it included in 1840 
schedules of population and manufactures 
with afew inquiries relating to education and 
employment. Not until 1850 was any systematic 
code adopted. In that year the seventh United 
States census stepped from a merely practical 
toascientific phase. The law as then en- 
acted had many defects,indeed, but it yielded 
results of considerable value, and was used 
again us the basis of the census of 1860, and 
with some amendments, for the census of 
1870 ‘The bill of 1870 was in charge of James 
A. Garfield, whose speech in Congress on De- 
cember 16, 1869, is a classic in census litera- 
ture. During his lifetime he was gfe, 4 
the greatest American master of this branc 
of statesmanship. Mr. Cox was not far be- 
hind him, however. He deilvered the chief 
speech upon the tenth census, and again on 
July 11, 1888, upon the eleventh census, which 
is now being taken. 

The law of 1850 was amended in 1870 by limist- 
iting the time for sending in returns unfil 
September 10 for population schedules, and 
until October lfor others. Five months bad 
previously been allowed, which gave the enu- 
merator until November 1 to complete his 
work. The new law also fixed the penalty for 
refusing information and-dealt with the pay 
of marshais, who were the superintendents 
ofthe work of enumeration. The first three 
censuses had been taken in six months éach, 
and in the next three the enumerators had 
been allowed nine months. In 1870 a reform 
was attempted also in the period required for 
compieting and publishing the census. That 
of 1850 was not ready until 1859, and that of 
1860 first saw the light of publicity in 1866. 
domewhat prompterresults are attained now- 
u- duys, but under the most favorable con- 
ditions the work is very slow.

It was in the act of Con- 
gress of March 3, 1879, that the inquiries now 
so unpopular were authorized to be made as 
to the physical and mental health of each 
person enumersted, whether active or dis- 
abled, crippled, bedridden, deaf, dumb, blind, 
insane or Idiotie.“ 

The present act, relative to the eleventh 
census, ils most explicit with reference to the 
appointment aud auties of enumerators. They 
are now speciaily appointed officers, and no 
longer Marshals, Sheriffs and tax-gatherers. 
The President selects the Superintendent of 
Census, who recommends to the Secretary of 
the Interior and through him to the Presi- 
dent, as many Supervisors of Census as he 
considers necessary. These, in tarn, employ 
their enumerators, with the consent of the 
Superintendent of Census. What the enumer- 
ators have to do is by this time pretty well 
knowntothe majority of inhabitants of the 
United States.

INQUIRIES CONCERNING MORTGAGES, 
about whichso much has been said of late, 
Congressman Cox spoke as follows on July II, 
1888: It willbe observed by the House that 
the committee desires full information in 
reference to the Indebtedness of the country; 
not merely the indebtedness of States and 
municipalities, but the people. No more 
important result of a census, if we must go 
outside of the stated subjects, can be recom- 
mended than this; and we have endeavored 
to do it by the cheapest mode. It is indis- 
pensable fora correct understanding of the 
condition of the people, as well as for the 
prosperity of business. It may be said that 
the States, through their statistical bureaus, 
may obtain this information, Many of the 
States have undertaken it in part. I notce 
this in the recent return of Mr. Heath, 
Commissioner of Labor for the State of Michi-

would be solved until the last one was ‘‘ wiped 
from the face of the earth.“ 

Thissweeping assertion, however, had not 
strength of numbers to support its theory, 
and though 400 years have passed since the 
troublous qgestion beganto be agitated the 
Indian lacks a good many thousand of being 
**wined fiom the face of the earth, and each 
year the necessity or bare excuse for such a 
sentiment to be expreseed is growing fainter 
and fainter, and the Indian problem, If wisely 
adjusted by a beneficent Government, will 
solve itself. 

A great many years agoaman named Pope 
wrote ofthe red men in a tenderly commis- 
erating manner which to-day inclines one to 
laugh: 


To the poor Indian, whose untutored mind, 
Sees God in clouds, or nears him in the wind, 
His soul proud science never taught to scray 
Far as the solar walk or milky way. 


This tender sentiment will hardly answer 
forany of the tribe of the present day, no 
matter how applicable it may have been then, 
for the Indians are no longer poor, their own 
thriftand the Government having enriched 
them greatly; they do not now find their God 
in the elements, and they are taught—those of 
them who are capable of being instructed— 
prettv much the same astheir white brothers. 


The ancient East where the frontier faded 
out long ago can but poorly Panty the rea! 
border of to-day, where this Indian ques- 
tion is intensliey and sometimes terribiy 
practical. Hence the birth, on the Atlantic 
Slope, of s0 many Visionary and sentimerta!l 
and esthetic theories concerning it Theri In- 
dians—or rather the Indians of the Fenn 
more Cooper pattern—are only legend and 
tradition inthe West. Ine poets tell us that 
**the good die young. and Cooper's Indians 
were above the average whitein this repect. 
Bo they departed early. The Western Indian 
is a creature of the earth earthy. Even 
Jefferson realized that only through their 
cupidity could they be permanently keptin 
bounds when hesaid: ‘**The most econom!i- 
cal as well as most humane conduct towards 

em is to vribe them into peace, and retain 

em in peace by eternal bribes.’’ 

This policy would have proved a costly one 
by this time; yet Gen. Custer was as far 
wrong in the opposite direction. He said: 
My firm conviction, based upon an intimate 
and thorough analysis of the habits and char- 
ucter and native ineticts of the Indiav, and 
strengthened and supported by tbe almost 
unanimous dpinion of all persons who have 
made the Indian problem a study, and have 
studied it, net from a distance, but in im- 
mediate contact with all the facts bearing 
tiiereupon, is that the Indian cannot ve ele- 
vated to that great level where be can be in- 
duced to adopt any policy or mode ot life 
varying from those to which he has ever been 
accustomed, by any method of teaching, ar- 
gument, reasoning or coaxing, which is not 
preceded and foliowed closely in reserve by a 
superior physical force. In otber words, the 
Indian is capable of recognizing no controll- 
ing influence but that of arbitrary power. 

Gen. Custer’s reflections are sensible, even 
Valuable, from the standpoint of the army, 
which certainly bas ite place and work on the 
border, but the tactics of West Point are not 
adequate to the emergencies of the Indian 
problem. 

Commissiuner Walker once made the state- 
ment that the principle of seciuding Indians 
from whites, for the good of both races, is 
established by an overwhelming preponder- 
auce of testimony.’’ Awriterin answer to

To one who has studied this ques- 
tion in all ite bearings and visited the Indian 
in his reservation, among ‘his own people, 
this seems the most feasible pian. 

Bancroft, in his treatise on the ‘‘North 
American Indians’’ says, all the tribes 
south of the St. Lawrence, except remotest 
ones on the northeast and the northwest, culti- 
vated the earth. Unlike the people of the 
Old World, they were at once hunters and 
tillers of the around.“ 

The nineteen families of the Pueblo Indians 
who are located in as many towns in New 
Mexico, and number something over 20,000, 
are & quiet, industrious farmiag people who 
desire peace above all things. Primi- 
tive in their habits, relying almost entirely on

their own resources, they have never cost the 
Government any considerabie amount, and as 
they are educating their children, there is no 
feason to doubt that they will in time become 
useful citizens. 

The Navajos, located in the northwestern 
corner of New Mexico and partly in Arizona, 
on the reservation set apart for them, are a 
much stronger and less civilized people than 
the Pueblos, and yet they cannot be called a 
warlike race, though they are nomadic and 
marauding in their babits. They manu 
facture a superior quality of blanket, and own 
Vast herds of stock, principally sheep and 
cattle, but do very little farming. They num- 
ber some 15,000 and have about 4,000 warriors. 

Here we have contrasted the remnants of 
two powerful tribes of Indians who have 
submitted tothe inevitable encroachment of 
civilization. One bas tilled the soll and done 
it well, as their pretty little farms perfectly 
irrigated attest, and the other nomadic and 
but a remove from warlike, has developed its 
warriors into No. 1 ranch and stockmen. 
These two tribes represent te the Indian the 
same that the middie and lower classes do to 
the white race, those who are respectable 
because it is less trouble and Bohemians who 
are afraid to be anything worse. 
There is another class, though, 
the parlahs of their ‘own people, who 
correspond with the outeasts of the white 
race. The dreaded Apaches! They are only 
a few hundred in number, desperate yet 
brave. With their lives in their hands they 
are more than a mateh forall the troops that 
two Governments have furnished to exterm!- 
nate them. They are wanderers upon the 
face of the earth, murderers and vagabonds, 
their bands against every man and every 
man’s band againstthem. They migrate back 
and torthtrom the mountain fastnesses of 
Old Mexico into the territories, committing 
all kinds of lawless depredations,dreaded and 
feared by everybody, having little peaceabie 
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set with fine shade trees. The three 
old buildings are perfectly plain and unpre- 
tentious, not an extra line of finish adorni 
either interior or exterior. In the three ol 
puila are the offices of the superintendent 
ssistants, the dormitories, the dining- 
m und school-rooms. The 
dormitories are long, low-ceilinged rooms, 
with bard pike floors and hard-finish walls, 
all kept scrupulously clean. Each room bas 
two, four, six or more iron bedsteads, cléan 
mattress and white spread, and pretty home- 
made mats adorn the floors. On the walls are 
bits Of ornamentation in the shape of bright 
colored pictures and fan work, and the 
little ottomans, chair cushions and the like 
show a love and taste for the beautiful, and 
all this is the handiwork of the Indian girls. 
The dining room lies la the basement or the 
south building. It is an immense apartment, 
in which the nearly four hundred pupils eat at 
onetime. The large boys dy themselves, the 
smaller boys by themselves and the irie in 
the end of the room all together. They are as 
neat and orderly as a promiscuous lot of boys 
ever are, and the iris, almost without ex- 
ception, would de at home at any well 
appointed table. Before being seated they 
sing inwonison, ‘*Praise God From Whom Ail 
Blessings Flow,“ and sing it with a hearty 
good will. 
The school rooms are fitted up exaétly as are 
the school rooms for white children, with 
plain polished desks, good blackbeards and 
the usual array of textand song books, but- 
the quarters area little cramped. On the 
blackboards are texts in good plain chir- 
ography, showing at a glance that a red hand 
can wield a pen quite as sklilfully and with 
quite as good results as a white one. 
The chapel is a large, square room with 
wide windows on both east and west, and a 
long platform filling the east side. On this is 
a fine toned pian® and anorgan and reading 
desk. Above it bang the orayon portraits of 
Hon. Dudiey Haskell, Dr. James Marvin, 
Gov. Robinson and Maj. Haworth. On the 
north and south sides are large glass cases 
filled with Indian curiosities of every de- 
scription, nearly all the work of the tribes 
represented by the children in the school. 
At 8:30 o’clock each morning the pupils 
march into the chapel by twos—and they 
march well—and engage in devotional exer- 


Moises consisting of ashort reading from the 


scriptures, prayer andasohg ortwo. They 
sing remarkably well. Some of the boys. have 
fine barytone voices, but the tenors are a 
little heavy. Many of the girls are gifted with 
eweet, clear soprano Voices, and the con- 
traltos are exceptionally fine. 

In concert, quartette, duet or sole they sing 
melodiously above tbe average. The littie 
ones enjoy their part of the exercises greatly, 
and join in with all the strength of their 
young iungs. Not always as musically as 
could be desired, perhaps, but displaying a 
willing spirit. 

From the chapel they adjourn to the va- 
rious schoolrooma. This part of the work is 
under the supervision and immediate care of 
Prof. J. P. Gorman, whois principal of the 
educational department. Heisa young man 
of sterliog integrity and fully alive to the re- 
sponsibility restiag upon him. His strict at- 
tention to the needs and necessities of the 
pupils and teachers, and his umvarying per- 
severance and kindness, haye made him an 
invaluable aid in the training of these young 
minds. In bis efforts he has badthe confi- 
dence and support of Col. Learnardand Maj. 
Rankin, land been ably seconded by Hervey 
B. Peairs. assistant principal. 

The corps of iady-teachers, numbering 
eight, bas been selected with special regard 
to the peculiar fitness of each for the work, 
and in every instance this selection has been 
attended witb gratifying results. Among the 
younger pupiis the love for these teachers is 
diepiayed quite openly, anda pleasant word 
will bring tothe dark little faces dimpling 
smiles, disclosing rows of pretty white teeth, 
while the twinkling black eyes display as 
much of thejoy or sorrow, the pain or anger 
of the human heart as the brown or biue ones |

intercourse with any of the other Indian 
tribes. 

These three tribes represent the three ele- 
ments of the Indian races as they are found ia 
the United States—civilized, semi-civilized 
and barbarous—but with the exception of oc- 
casional outbreaks among the Northwestern 
Indians and the Apaches, the term sen- 
civilized may safely be applied to two-thirds 
of the Indians now in existence and the re- 
maining third be termed civilized. 4 

The most potent lactors in the civilizing 
of these savages have been the church and the 
school; not among the Indians in thelr tribal 
relations so much as in the schools extablisbed 
by the Government, in which have been 
placed the children and the young men and 
women taken from the reservations and kept 
for a term ol years from returning to their old 
haunts. There are iv all about two hundred 
and seventy schools for Indians—including 
the reservation eschoolse—and they have ac- 
commodations for only oue-third of the In- 
dian children of school age, while only one- 
fourth of the number are as yet in the custody 
of these schools. 

Among the most noted Indian industrial 
schools are those located at Garlisle, Fa., 
Hampton, Va., 3 N. M., Cullocco, 
I. TI., Fort Stephenson, uk., Salem, Ore., 
Fort Yuma, Cal., Genoa, Neb., Grand June- 
tion, Colo., Keans Canon, riz. and Haskell 
Institute, Lawrence, Kan.

The largest Indian Industrial School in the 
United States is located at Carlisle, Pa. It 
was established in «1879 in the old Barracks.

In polnt ot interegt In the West, however, 
¢*‘Haskell Institute,’’ located at Lawrence, 
Kan., in 1604, stande pre-eminent. It was 
named for the late member ef Congress from 
that district, Hou. Dudley Haskell, through 
whose efforts the school became a substantial 
reality and stands to-day an enduring monu- 
ment to his memory. 

The school opened in 1884 with Dr. James 
Marvin as superintendent. He was soon dus 

laced by Arthur Grabousai, and be in turn 

Gov. Chas. Robinson, whose administra- 
tion of the affairs of the institution was 
marked by the calm judgment aud clear per- 
ception of the neus on these wards of the na- 
tion that bas ever marked his prosecution of 
all works of public enterprise in which he has 
been more or less engaged for over a quarter 
of acentury. 

Gov. Robinson resigned the superintend- 
ency im the latter part of 1888 because of fall- 
ing health, and the present incumbent, Col.

Notwithstanding the peculiarities and race 
predudices, there is rarely. any losubordina- 
tion among the pupils and in ver, few instan- 
ces are the cuiprit®8 penished with other than 
an extra stint of werk. ere is a guard- 
house, but tt holds no terrorsfor the pupils, 
as very few have merited banishment to its 
gioom. Those who prove incorrigible are 
sent away, it being considered a waste of 
time and money as well as demoralizing to 
keep such in the school. There are no arbi- 
trary rules in any department and the 
ge tnd olled wheels of the institrtion seem 
to slip along with precious little jarring. 

All chlidren of suitable age, good habits 
and free from disease are accepted, and, as 
in most of the other large schools, the pupils 
are all uniformed—the girls wearing dark- 
blue dresses and the boys a regulation un- 
form of light-biue trousers and dark-blue 
coats. 

The girls havea military orgrnization con- 
sisting of four companies, fully officered and 
quite proficient in their drill. The boys have 
six companies, forming a battalion, and a 
fine band of nineteen pieces. On Sunday 
mornings these organizations form in line 
for inspection and dress parade, and present 
a really fine appearance. In the selection of 
officers the companies indicate their prefer- 
ences, and the Board of Directors decide ac- 
cording tothe merits ot those who are rec- 
ommended.

or the terrorizing flends of dime novel litera- 
ture this Indian school is a revelation indeed. 

The building just completed is a model of 
neatness and convenience and gives comfort- 
able quarters for 600 pupils, and by crowding 
can care for 800—more than double the capac- 
ity ofthe old buildings. This makes Haskell 
Institute the largest of its kind in the United 
States. Tne bulidings stand near the center 
of the grounds consisting of 500 acres, 280 of 
which were donated by the city of Lawrence 
for that purpose. The 220 acres cost the Gov- 
ernment $40,000 and the erection of the bulld- 
ings $125,000 more. 

Nogt of the ground is under cultivation; sev- 
eral acres are sOwn to clover, 50 to oats, 125 to 
corn, 15 acres in potatoes and 10 acres in gar- 
den. This ound supplies the institution 
with vegetables and provides for the cattle, 
hegsand horses that belong to the instita- 


tion. 

About all the work of the institution is done 
by the pupils, and it is really surprising how 
well they do it. The boys and Firis are neatly 
clad in garments made by the pupile in the 
tailor and Gress-making departments.

Besides these 


industries there is a bake-shop, where Indian 

youths make ali the bread for the Institution, 

and they also learn carpenter’s work, mason’s 

trade and painting. The children are closely 

observed, and ifthey develop talent or taste 

for any particular line of work they are put at 
that particular thing. If not they are experi- 

mented with until they display some prefér- 

ence. 


Although the impression has gained cre- 
dence that Indians never care for amuse- 
ments, such is not the case. They are, in 
general, a merry lot. Beside their band, 
which makes excellent music, they have a 
base ball team whicb comes off victor in all 
contests, even with a picked nine from the 
Kansas University. They give little dances 
and amateur theatricals, and very entertain- 
lug concerts, in which the prima donnas are 
handed on and off the stage with the grace of 
a Chesterfield. This sounds incredible to 
those, even, who saw these Indian boys and 
girle enter this institution wrapped in the 
blankets and tricked out in the gewgaws of 
their tribes, less than six years ago. With 
much less credence will it be received by 
those who choose to denominate the Indian 
an ‘‘untamable brute.““ To sensible, think- 
ing penne it simply demonstrates the fact 
that the Indian can be civilized in a very short 
time if humanizing tactics are employed. 

Notwithstanding all that has been accom- 
plished bere, there is much that remains to 
be done. The dDuildings are poorly heated and 
lighted by kerosene lamps. The chapel is en- 
tirely too small for the accommodation of the 
pupls now in attendance, and with increased 
school facilities bringing a greater number, 
the need fora new chapel is pressing. Con- 
grees willbe asked this year to appropriate 
$25,000 fora chapel and $10,000 for an electric 
light plant. 

An appropriation of $7,500 has been made by 
Congress for grading and macadamiziag the 
street leading from the Post-office in 4 — 
rence tothe Institute, a broad, tree-shaded 
avenue of some two miles in length 

Haskell Institute should have al this and 
much more. This work among the young In- 
dians is the only civilizing method yet adopt- 
ed that bas ever done one atom of good. 
Cooper’s Indians died young. Jefferson’s 
method of bribing into peace was a delusion 
andasnare. Custer’s policy of military co- 
ercion failed except in border warfare, and 
the Indians can no longer be kept to them- 
selves. Education, which should have been 
the first is the last result, and will prove the 
remedy for the disease that has go long eaten 
like a canker worm at the heart of our Indian 
policy. 

These boys and girls taken in infancy from 
their people, educated and trained as white 
children are trained, given trades and pro- 
fessions by which they mav earn an honest 
living, treated as human’ beings rather than 
cattle, and restrained from going back to their 
reservations till their judgment has matured, 
will make honest, upright citizens, for whom 
no nation will ever have cause to biush. 
There will be lapses, of course. Tou can no 
more breed out the race impurities and im- 
perfections in one ortwo generations of red 
men then you can In two removes from a plug 
dam and sire breed a Smuggler or a Goldsmith 
Maid. You can only improve on the old stock 
till the bad blood has been displaced by geod. 
The white race is not exempt from these 
lapses any more than Is the red.

THE HENDRICKS MONUMENT. 


A Splendid Memorial to the Dead Statesman to Be Unveiled at 
Indianapolis on July 4. 


dianapolis, is a remarkable work of art and a superb superstructure for the monument now in 
course of erection. 

The work has been two years In progress, $40,000 having been subscribed and paid in to. 
defray its cost. The sculptor is R. H. Parks, and the result of his work is more than satisfac- 
tory. The statue is of bronze, fourteen and a half feet high, and cast in a single plece. 
Figures of History and Justice adorn the pedestal. The process of wax molding in as 

piece is an ancient art, lost three cenuries ago, and only rediscovered within a generation. 
Now it is only practiced at the Royal Foundry in Rome, where th is statue was cast, and at a 


foundry in Florence. The clay model, which was the work of five months, weighed when 
completed 13,000 pounds, and the statue weighs more than twice as much. Four months were 
consumed in the process of casting. The pedestal is of granite, imported from the Ba¥ano 
quarries in Italy. This stone is of a light coral tint, and has been used for some of the famous 
statues in Europe. The base is twenty-nine feet lon by twenty-one feet wide, and Is laid in 
three courses, each one about twelve inches high, rising like steps to the die in the center. 
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On each side of the monument is a niche.

In North America the 
body of the message only is charged for; in 
other countries the address or signature, or 
both, aretollable. Inthe United States the 
toll ranges from 25 cents to $1 for ten words, 
according tothe distance; in the Argentine 
Republic it 16 40 cents for ten words and 20 cents 
for each aaditional ten words; in Denmark 


and in Sweden and Norway, 13.4 cents for 10 
words, and 1.34 cents for each additional 
word; in Eeuador, 20 cents for 10 words; in 
Egypt, 49.6 cents for 10 words; in Germany, 
1.4 cents per word, the minimum being 14 
cents per message; In the United Kingdom, 
sixperntée for 12 words; inthe Cape colonies, 
one shilling for 10 words, and sixpence 
for each additional five words or part thereof; 
in Guatemala, 25 cents for 10 words, exclusive 
of the address; in Hondures, 25 cents for 10 
Spanish words, and double that 
amount for English words; in Italy, 
20 cents for 185 words, and 1 ° cent 
for each additional word; in Japan, 4 cents 
per word, including the address and signa- 
ture; in Portugal, 6cents for the first word, 
and 1 cent for each additional word; in Rou 
mania, 1.56 cents per werd; in Siam, from 35 
cents to $3.65 per word; in Switzerland, 1% 
cents per word; in Turkey, 2 to 4 cents per 
word, and in Venezuela, 20 cents for 12 words. 
In New Zealand messages are classified as 
urgent, ordinary and delayed, tbe rates being, 
respectively, 2 shillings, 1 shilling and six- 
pence, for ten words, with a halfpenny for 
each additional word. 

THE UNITED STATES 
do not lead the world in the useof the tele- 
graph, though many think it does. In fact, it 
fall behind some nations counted inferior. 
Within the years 1870-89 the increase in popu- 
lation in Engiand has been 18 per cent., the 
increase inthe number of letters carried, 70 
per cent., and the increase inthe number of 
telegrams, 455 percent. In the United States 
in the same time the increase in the spumber 
of messages was 880 per cent. 

Itisa littie uncertain just when the first 
wire was drawn in this country. Ichabod 
Washburn, the founder of the present Wash- 
burn & Moen Manufacturing Co., made wire 
in Worcester, Mass., in 1831. Inthe valley of 
the Connecticut wire was drawn at an early 
date im the presentcentury by Mr. Wallace, 
whose descendants still carry on the business. 
Mr. Wallace learned the trade in England. In 
1820 Mr. Moore of Philadelphia, the grand- 
father of the present Alfred F. Moore, covered 
iron wire for bonnet frames. This was 
undoubtedly the first covered wire made in 
America, but the wire itself was probably 
imported from England. 

Atthetime of the invention of the Morse 
telegraph the 

THE MAKING OF IRON WIRE 

received an impetus, and a steady growth in 
the business followed, asthe telegraph was 
more widely used. The invention of the tele- 
phone ata later date also had a beneficial 
effect on the wire industry. Within the last 
ten or twelve years the rapid adoption of 
electric lighting has greatiy increased the 
consumption of covered copper wire. The 
making of copper conductors may now be 
said to be the chief branch of the wire-mak- 
ing trade, though immenre quantities of iron 
and steel wire are used for telegraph pur- 
poses, and for barbed wire fencing and wire 
goods In general, such as netting and screens, 
and eables for bridge work. 

THE PROCESS OF WIRE MAKING, 
broadly speuking, consists in drawing a 
coarse wire rod threugh a hole of less diame- 
ter than the rod, in an iron or steel plate, and 
repeating the operation until the rod isre- 
duced to a wire of the required size. The re 
duction is effected by stretching the wire and 
net by removing the metal. At the present 
day apiece of steel four inches square and 
three feet long is rolled into a 200-ponnd coil 
of No.6 rods, measuring about 2,046 feet. 
Tuts rod, by the process of drawing from No. 
6 te No. 12, is increased in length to 6,848 feet. 
The diameter of the No. 12 wire is 105 ot an 
inch, while the billet from which it is made 
bas a sectional area of 16 square inches. 


Electrical Echoes. 


A whitewasher working at Macy’s big dry 
goods store left his brusn leaning against an 
insulated electric wire. The insulation was 
eaten away by the damp lime on the brush. 
About 10 o’clock at nighta battalion of fire 
engines lined up in front of the building. The 
brush had operated an automatic fire alarm. 


It is saia that the dome of St. Peter’s, 
Rome, is cracking in a somewhat serious man- 
ner, It appears that about 100 years ago sim- 
Har defects were discovered, and the remedy 
applied was to encircle the dome witb a strong 
band of metal; the band was heated, and its 
contraction on cooling was found to be sum 
cientto close up the cracks. An electrical 
paper suggests a similar method of remedying 
the present defects, electricity to be employed 
for heating the band. We imagine that the 
dome itself would scarcely hold the dynamo 
that would be necessary to generate sufficient 
current to heat a metal baad of the required 
dimensions. 

William Black, the novelist, says that years 
ago he came vpon a striking passage in a 
novel by James Payne, in which the heroine 
was described as beimg buffeted about by a 
terrible gale, inasmuch that her raven-biack 
air streamed out to windward. Black wrote 
to Payne suggesting that there was something 
wrong, as things capable of streaming out in 
a gale generally went, not to windward, but 
to leeward. The reply was that the deserip- 
tion was perfectly correct, the heroine had 
been taking a great deal of iron tonic, her 
bair bad become electrically charged and had 
floated out toward the north, irrespective of 
the wind currents ofthe storm. There is anti- 
mal magnetism with a vengeance!

The American water ozel builds a quaint 
Uttie home, generally in the crevices of rocks 
or among the roots of trees; it has even been 
observed under the falis of some rapid brook. 
These birds only frequent the swift mouatain 
streams and always bulld their nests near the 
water. The nestis dome-sbaped, about the 
size of a man’s head and made of moss and 
lichens. As the locality is near water the 
moss rémains green, thus rendering these 
nests very difficult to discover. 

Many birds prefer to burrow in the ground, 
notably the burrowing owl, which excavates 
a tunnel several feet deep; at tne end a room 
is hollowed out and serves as the nest. It is 
said that copbers and rattiesnakes inhabit the 
same burrow in happy fellowship. This is an 
error, for the first two are never found in 
company, and if the last enters the habitation, 
as indeed he often does, he generaily carries 
the family out with him.

tion. Theiovely and luckless queen—far more 
sinned against than sinning, be it always 
romembered—Enelt upon tne scaffold, and 
stretching out her neck unsupported, 
received the fatalblow. The executioner 
was imported from Calais for the work by

The Difficalty in Stocking American Zoelog- 
teal Gardens. 


From the New York Times. 

Speaking of what he hoped to add to the 
Central Park menagerie in the near future, 
Supt. Conklin said recently that but few valu- 
able animals are given to zoological gardens 
im this country as they are abroad, for pub- 
lic imterest in ‘‘zoos’’ here lags far behind 
the popular enthusiasm taken in similar col- 
lections throughout Europe. All rare animals 
for this menagerie must be purchased out of 


the annual appropriation of $50,000, which 
must also pay the keepers, buy food forthe 
animals, and keep the buildings in repair and 
the grounds in order. 

The New York menagerie is one of the four 
in the werid opened free to the public. The 
remaining three are at Vienna, Paris and Chi- 
cago. The one at Vienna is supported by the 
Emperor and is in the castie grounds.

NEITHER POLITICS NOR IMMEDIATE WEALTH. 
**Whateshouida 
college graduate ot to-day do?’ Thomas 
Bailey Aldrich refers to a paper by Prof. E. R. 
Sill, publisbed in the Atlantic Monthly some 
time since,as the embodiment of bis opinions. 
Prof. Sill writes thus: F 

‘*A college isa piace where young people, 
whatever their future occupation is to be,may 
receive that more or less complete develop- 
ment which we calla ‘liberal education.’ The 
human mind being many sided, the college 
undertakes toaid its developmest on ali the 
lines of ita natural growth. The tendency of 
modern life,moreover,with the extreme divis- 
ion of labor, being te forcé one or two powers 
of the mind at the expense of the rest, the alm 
of the college is to forestall the one-sided et- 
fect by giving the whole man a fair chance be- 
forehand. 

Wulle the special or professional! schools 
of the university provide that a person may 
go as far as possible on some one line of 


| knowledge, which constitutes his specialty, 


or of that combination of knowledge and 
KIll which constitutes his profession, the col- 
lege provides that he shail get a complete 
possession of bimeelf in ali his powers, mind, 
body, and that total of qualities known as 
‘character,’ as is easential to the highest suc- 
cess in any speciality or profession whatever. 
lie may get this broad preparation elsewhere 
than in college. It may come through 
private study. It may come sometimes, but 

men of extraordinary endow- 
from the discipline of life itself. 
But to the ‘average man’ it comes 
most surely and most easily through a col- 
Once having it aman no doubt 
fite bimeelf best to serve the world by per- 
iecting his knewledge and skill in some single 
direction, but without some such bread pre- 
liminary development, some such ‘liberal 
education.” he will fail not only of his best 
possible special work, but—what is worst of 
all—he will assuredly fail of that best service 
which any man oan do for the community, 
the living in it, whatever bis profession, as a 
complete and rourgadly molded man. 

It turnishes a favorite phrase for those 
who misconceive the purpose of a liberal! edu- 
cation to say that it falls to fit a man for ‘the 
struggie of life.’ If the phrase means the 
making ofa living, this objection seems cer- 
tainly not well founded. Any one’s daily ob- 
servation of common life willenabie him to 
answer the question whether or not liberally 
educated men are, relatively to the rest of the 
community, making a comfortable living. 

Perhaps some men sre misied by this 
phrase, theetrife for sudden wealth, or for 
political office, for which a good deal, in fact, 
of the violent struggling is done. 80 far from 
inciting men to such feverish struggie, it may 
be hoped thet the higher education will 
always ralse them above the disposition for 
it, or the temptation toit. Public reputation 
and public office should, we are beginning 
once more to believe, ‘seek the man,’ and 
they may be depended ou to find him as fast 
as he deserves them. If ndédtin the scramble 
and struggle of certain noble regions of 
effort, at least in the legitimate pursuit of 
every dignified career, men succeed in the 
long run by means of their character and in- 
telligence, and the more completely these are 
developed the surer the success.’’ 


**DON’T BE A COWARD.’’ 

What shal! these young mendo? I fear this 
Iisa vague question you put to me and can 
lead only to a Vague answer, for the problem 
of life before each youth is a separate one. If 
Ihbad any one of these graduates before me 
there is a single vague piece of advice I would 
liketo give, and if possible, in away that 
would make it remembered.

THE SUNDAY LAW QUESTION.

A Novel Case te Be Carried to the United 
States Supreme Court. 


From the Baltimore American. 

The Supreme Court of Tennessee has re- 
turned a decision affirming the action of the 
lower court in the case of the State vs. R. M. 
King. This case was appealed from the Cir- 
cult Court held at Troy, Obion County, Tenn., 
last March, and has attracted much attention 
on account of the religious question involved 
init. Mr. King isa member of the Seventh 
Day Adventist Church, asect which ebserves 
the seventh day (Saturday) as the Sabbath, 


in the place of Sunday, the first day of the 
week. The defense has been made by the 
National Religious Liberty Association, an 
organization of recent origin, which admits 
no one into ite membership who does not be- 
lieve in the Christian religion, but holds that 
the functions of religion and the State are en- 
tirely distinct, and for interests of both should 
be kept separate. 

Mr. King Is a farmer, and was indicted for 
quietly working on his owa premises, not in 
sight of avy piace of public worship. None of 
the witnesses for the State testified to having 
been disturbed in any way, or to having a 
Knowledge that any one else had been dis- 
turbed, except that their moral sense had 
been shocked by seeing work dose on Sunday. 

Tue defendant was first arraigned before a 
justice of the peace, and fined and costs, 
amounting in all to about $12, which he paid. 
He was afterward indicted tor the same of- 
fense by the Grand-jury at Troy, Obion 
County, and was convicted and fined $75. An 
appeal was taken to the Supreme Court, on 
the plea (1) That the acts cumplained of and 
proven did not constitute a nuisance, as 
charged lu the indictment; (2) That the Court 
erred in not permitting the defendant to prove 
that he had been once arrested, tried, con- 
victed and fined for the same offense, and 
that he had paid the fine and costs; (3) On the 

ound of the appeal of the District Attorney 

eneral to the religious prejudices of the jury. 
by his bitter denunciations of the religious 
views of the defendant, and confounding the 
sect with which he is connected, with the 
Mormons. 

The case wil! be taken to the Supreme Court 
ofthe United States. Thig will be the first 
case involving the constitutionality of Sunday 
laws that has been brought before the United 
States Supreme Court. 

An association has been ofganized in Ten- 
nessee, the members of which piedge them- 
selves to prosecute every violation of the Sun 
day laws. A number of persons who observe 
the seventh day as the Sabbath are now under 
indictment for working on Sunday. They Are 
tenacious of their faith, and claim the right, 
under the rst and fourteenth amendments to 
the Constitution of the United States, and the 
Bill of Rights of the State of Tennessee, to 
work on Sandey. 

In vlew of thé recent movements in favor of 
a national Sunday law, and the opposition to 
this and all gther religious legisiation by the 
National MBttyious Liberty Association, the 
preureeses of this case through the court wiil 
be watched with interest. 


The Father ef the British Fleet. 


On April 12 Sir Provo William Parry Wallis, 
R. N. G. C. B., Senior Admiral of the British 
fleet, entered his hundredth year. He may 
well be called The Father of the Royal 


Navy, having actually entered the service 
before the end of the last 2 He was 
born on April 12, 1791, at Halifax, Nova Scotia, 
son of Mr. Provo Featherstone Wallis, Chief 
Clerk of the Naval Yard there. In 1795, a child 
of 4 years, his name was entered on the books 
of one of the King’s ships, and toward the end 
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Admiral Str Provo Wallis, G. C. B. 


ot 1800 he joined the Cleopatra. with which 
ship, in 1804, under the command of Capt. 
Robert Laurie, be first went to sea. This ship, 
afew months later, in the Atlantic Ocean, 
fought the French frigate Ville de Milan, was 
defeated and captured, but was recovered a 
week afterwards by the British frigate Lean- 
der. The young midshipman Wallis became 
a lieutenant and served in several other ships 
during the French war. In 1813, 
when Britain was at war with 
the United States he was sec- 
ond Lieutenant of the frigate Shanoon, under 
Capt. Broke, which fought the American 
frigate Chesapeake off Boston Harbor. After 
that famous battie, which was a British vic- 
tor® when Capt. Broke had been wounded 
and his First Lieutenant killed, the command 
ot the ship, with its prize, develved on Lieut. 
Wallis. fie was promoted,and was after- 
wards empioyed in different naval services, 
on the coast of Mexico, in the Mediterranean, 
and, in 1857, as Admiral and Commander-in- 
Chief on the southeast coast of America.

Names and Addresses of Thousands of Persons Who Were Misséd Furnish an 
Argument Against the Accuracy of the Alleged Census, Which No Amount 
t Explanations by the Supervisor Will Answer Satisfactorily to the 
Wronged Citizens of St. Louis—Some Sample Cases, Showing How the 


Census Was Taken in This City. 


HE citizens of St. 
Louls Rave two more 
days in which to send 
in their names to 
Supervisor Weigel, as 
the time for closing 
the count has been 
extended to Tuesday. 
This was done by 
Supervisor Weigel at 
the suggestion of the 
Mercantile Club Com- 
mittee, and is a con- 
fession of the in- 
sufficiency of the cen- 
sus and the ineifiicien- 
cy of the census 
takers. Thatthe two 
days additional grace 
granted will be sum 
clent to correct the numerous and 
glaring errors made, few hope and none be- 
lieve, but if every citizen lends his aid some- 
thing at least can be done toward rendering 
less outrageous the inadequacy ofthe count. 
THE INADEQUACY ADMITTED. 

Not even Supervisor Weigel himself now 
ventures to assert that the figures in his office 
represent the total population of St. Louie or 
anything like it. When attention was firet 
called tothe omissions Mr. Weigel asserted 
that very few had been made, and stated that 
it would be unfair to judge of the results be- 
tore the canvases wes complete.“ It is now 
complete“ inasmuch as the enumerators 
appointed by bim have turned in their 
lists, Dut even the Supervisor now sees that 
the count is complete only in this sense, and 
In no way adequately represents the true pop- 
ulation. In fact there no longer remains 
room for doubt thatthe whole management 
wasso bad as to be farcical, and of this the 
further extension of the time limit unt!! Tues- 
day nightisa confession. The enumerators 
have received orders to go over their dis- 
tricts again, aud to include those 
owltted before, but it is recognised 
that by 80 doing only a small per- 
centage of those missed will be added 
to the lists. Thefeeling is almost universal 
that nothing but a recount under different 
management will secure for Ss. Louis its due. 
A properly organized enumeration, directed 
in accordance with a well-conceived system 
and carried out by conseolentious, efficient 
men, is wust is required, and is very inade- 
quately replaced by the sporadic efforts of 
men whose iIncompetepcy bas been proved 
beyond question to patch up an extremely 


bad job. 
CITIZENS NOT APATHETIC. 

Ten days aco it became evident that the 
census would be a libel upon St. Louis and the 
l’osT- DISPATCH began to take steps to have 
the evil corrected. Sinee the early part of 
lust week the names of persons not discovered 
py the enumerators were published, over 
tive hundred a day being brought 
to the attention of the Saper- 
visor. In response to a request from the 
Post-DIsraTcH, citizens whose names had 
been omitted sent the information to this 
office, and thousands have thus reported 
themselves. As an experiment, 500 circea®ars 
were distributed in various parts of the city. 
The circulars read as follows:

The discharge of this immense body of fresh 
water laden with the washings of the river 
banks for thousands oi miles into the salter 
waters of the gulf is a matter of more serious- 
ness than was at first supposed. ,Upon strik- 
ing the more solid body of salt water the sedi- 
ment fromtheriver is filtered through and 
sinks to the bottom, as is well known. Be- 
fore the jetties were built and when South- 
west Pass was the main entrance to the river, 
itwas always a matter of surprise to many 
that when the river was at its highest there 
was the least water on the bar. This was 
caused by the sediment of the river striking 
the wuil of salt water in the gulf, and being 
deposited on the bar. 4 

The waters of the sound now are the sam 
as those of the river, fresh enough to drink as 
far out asthe Chandeleurs, warm and thick, 
and not by amy means refreshing for bathing 
purposes. 

A large percentage of the oysters bedded are 
already dead. An old oysterman told me that 
in shallow water he could smell the decaying 
ones. It being

But when the shipping season opens, 
or should open, and the factories remain 
closed, and shippers are idle from lack of 
powerto fill orders, and the openers find 
their occupation gone, then 1 anticipate 
batd times; all classes will feel the effects of 
the blow. 

The fishing business is suspended for the 
present. I saw three hauls made with a large 
seine afew days ago, and not more than a 
peck of croakers was the result of the hauls. 
The sardines, which used to come lu in heavy 
shoals so thickly that a cast net would not 
sink through the mass, are very scarce, and 
itis hard to get enough for bait for croaker 
fishing. 

THE SPANISH MACKEREL FISHING, -« 
for which this port has ever been famous (ee 
regular summer dispatches) is of the past. Not 
a single forked-tall mackerel has been seen to 
break the water this season. The rod fish, 
the rayfish, founders and speckled trout 
are allout in deep water. Crabs stay by us 
and the catfish; these, with the welcome little 
croaker and an occasional black mullet or 
speckled trout are about all that can be shown 
as the result of a day’s fishing. Shrimp do 
not run again until the fall, and it is pronable 
that when that time comes the situation will 
be changed. The conchs, which were such an 
enemy to the oyster, have <disap- 
peared, These are a clam-like mollusk 
in a spiral shell which fastens on 
the edge of the oyster and when the latter 
opens his shell for air injects a poison into 
the shell which stupefies the oyster and the 
conch sucks him out at leisure. But these 
conchs have a way of traveling, awkward as 
they look, and itis a question whether they 
have been buried and destroyed or have eml- 
grated until better times. 

The closing of the crevasse will restore mat- 
ters as they stdod before except as to the 
oyster question, It will take time to restore 
the reefs, Meantime other industries wil! un- 
doubtedly spring up. The factories can go 
into the vegetable canning business. Crads 
are still plentiful.

He bad been ordered to take It, and heading 
his own men rushed in to be wounded upon 
his entrance by both bullet and spear thrust. 
The citadel! was taken, and he was borne back 
to his ship, the Monooracy, upon which he 
died. On the base of the monument appears 
an extract from Admiral Rodgers’ report 
„„The Citadel bas been named ‘Fort Mckee,’ 
in honor of the gallant officer who led the 
assault upon it and gave his life for the honor 
ofthe flag.’’ His father, Col. McKee, who 
was killed at the batte of Buena Vista, was 
also buried here, but has been removed to the 
State Cemetery at Frankfort, where he lies 
with those who fell im the war with Mexico. 

In a lovely, quiet, secluded spot lies the 
new made grave of another one of Kentucky’s 
great sons, James Burnie Beck, fdr whose 
death the nation’s tears have scarcely dried. 
A noble monument occupies the center of the 
lot, with Beck“ carved upon the base, and 
upon the face of the shaft is carved

:ü Beck, born in Culpepper County, Va,, October : 
: 9, 182%. Died in Washington, b. C., March: 
16, 1887. . 


At the foot she sleeps. To the left is the 
grave of their beloved daughter, Maggie B. 
Beck, who was married to Mr. James W. Cor- 
coran, and before the honeymoon had 
scarcely waned was brought back to the home 
from which she had departed only six weeks 
before u happy bride, to be buried. She nad 
fallen a victim of typhoid fever. Her grave is 
marked by a simple white stone, upon which 
is cafyed an exquisite basket of flowers and 
these beautiful lines: 


idolized daughter, lies all that remains of 
this great statesman and patriot, whose kind 
and gentle heart was well mateded to bis 
lofty character. Upon his gravesprings fresh 
and green the velvety turf, which bas so often 
been the theme of his discourse, and near by 
till lie the floral tributes and laurel wreaths 
which were laid upon his grave. 

To the left of Mrs. Corcoran’s tomb lie two 
little ivy-covered mounds, and upon the 
head-stones are carved the names James B. 
and Sophy. 

Quite a little distance away is a green 
mound, marked by a simple headstone, a 
marbie scroll, upon which is chiseled the 
name ofthe sleeper, with his birth and death; 
nothing more. This is the last resting place of 
another one of Kentucky’s sons whom tue 
whole nation delighted to honor, John 
C. Breckenridge, vice-president of the 
United States. During the war he served with 
distinction asa general in the Confederate 
Army, endearing himsetf to the Southern 
heart, By his side sleeps his wife. No lofty 
shaft bas been reared here to testify to his 
worth. Instead there has been placed in the 
square a 
grand base 
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This warlike saying seems likely to outlive 
all of the 4 words of the famous 
doctor of divinity. Requiescat in pace. 
By hie side lies ‘‘Annie Sopbanisba Preston, 
the faithful, beloved wife of Robert J Br 
enridge.’’ Over this grave lies a large gran- 
ite slab, gray with age, the letters of the 
noble tribute to her worth scarcely plain 
enough to be deciphered, 4 life in which 
no eye but ber own and that of God saw any 
blemish iu her, a death full of unspeakabie 
ce. These were the first fruita of the Christ 

n her. The resurrection of the just will un- 
told the rest. At the head of this grave 
there is a beautiful female figure, life- 
size, in marble, & monument brought 
from Italy and placed there to 
her memory under — circumstances 
Her death followed almost immediately after 
the birth of her first child, a son, Charies 
Breckenridge, and at his death, twenty-three 
years later, upon opening his will they found 
a certain sum of money bequeathed to erect 
this monument to his mother, whom he had 
never known, but had idealized and idolized. 
He lies by her side now, his oon death oc- 
curring under most romantic and touching 
circumstances. He was an officer in the 
United States army, and engaged to 
be married 1 two weeks to Miss 
Louisa 2 daughter of Dr. Ethel - 
bert Dudley. His command was stationed near 
New Orleaus, and he Bad obtained a furiough 
in order to go to Lexington to be married. On 
the eve of his departure yellow fever broke 
out among his men, and believing it to be his 
duty to remain with them, even though 
advised against it by his brotber officers, he 
remained to nurse them and fell a victim to 
the scourge himself. An appropriate white 
marble shaft marks his grave, a broken 
column upon which iscarved the shield, a 
scart, the eagle and a crossed sword 
and scabbard. Upon the base is carved 
his name: Charles „ Breckenridge, First 
United States Infantry; born September 19, 
1844; died August 27, 187, and this tribute to 
his memory: ‘‘Steadfast to the end. In 
this lotare a number of old grave stones, 
upon which appear names well known in his- 
tory—the Dudieys, the Wickliffes, the War- 
flelds and the Breckenridges. The handsome 
monument to Dr. Ethelbert Dudley, distin- 
guished in the medical worid, is within a 
stone’s throw of this enclosure. 

In a beautitul lot stands the monument to 
BenjaminGratz,one of the pioneers in Lexing- 
ton, a citizen to which ft is indebted for many 
benefactions. By his side lies his young 
da vhter, Miriam Gratz, wife of Commodore 
Crosby, whose married life measured but a 
briefspan. 

One of the most exquisitely carved shafts In 
the cemetery marks the last resting 

lace of a national belle and beauty, 

ias Emma McAlister, who at tne 


time of her death was the wife of Judge 


Woodward of Pennsylvania. Near by is the 
Johnson lot, in which rests the body or Rev. 
Jonn T. Johnson, a pioneer of the Christian 
church, an earnest expounder of the Chris- 
tian faith as taught by Alexander Campbell. 
He was distinguished for his taient, but gave 
up all political asp iratfons and devoted his life 
to the ministry, in which leid he had national 
renown. Not far from the entrance is a spot 
pointed outto all visitors, the grave of Win. 
Cassius Goodloe, one of the principals in the 
terrible tragedy, which shocked the ration 
afew months ago. He lies in the midst of 
flowers in a well-kept lot, with afamily monu- 
mentin the center. A stone at the foot 
marks his grave upon which fresh flowers are 
kept, arranged in designs showing the na- 
tional colors, red, white and biue. 

Gen Roger Hansen, another Confederate 
chieftain, lies buried here, and doubtless 
many others whose names would find a fitting 
place upon this roll of honor. For forty years 
this beautiful spot has been inthe charge of 
Mr. Bell, who spares no pains or time or 
thought to make of it a very paradise, the 
noblest monument that ever can or will be 
reared to his memory, when hein turn shall 
join the great caravan whodaily throng the 
shores of the great river.

Now we come to the older part of the ceme- 
tery, picturesquely beautiful, with its old 
hedges in bioom, and plots of flowers. This 
bill is literally crowned now with the pure 
white blossoms of the syringa, with here and 
there clumps of the Southern magnolia, with 
ite glossy green leaves and large white waxen 
flowers. Jumps of olc-fashioned lilac are 
found here, which with the delicious perfume 
of the honeysuckle and the wild grapevinss, 
which have overrun the hedges, fling upon the 
crisp morning airthe delightful fragrance of 
Acadia. Many ofthese old lots are pictur- 
esquely wild in their very abandon of bioom. 
Roses are climbing everywhere over the 
hedwes and grave stones and the trunks of the 
trees. Not the roses of modern horticulture, 
with blossoms as large asacup, but sweet, 
old-fashioned Southern June roses that care 
naught for storm or draught or spiders or 
pugs or any of the foes hostileto the petted 
dariings of to-day, but go on growing 
more and more luxuriant every 
year, trailing their brancbes over the 
grass and scattering their pretty pink petals 
over the graves. About the white stones is 
twined in many instances the wisteria, 
weighted down with its wealth of purple 
biossoms, iu charming contrastto the white 
syringa, now bent to the earth beneath its 
snowy wreaths of bloom. Here and there are 
oid graves almost concealed by beds of pur- 
ple lags, and a little chiid lies in a bed of pure 
white Files, fit emblem of the sweet pure life set 
free from the earth clogs of mortality. In con- 
trast to all of this sweet floral lawlessness 
are the smooth-kept lots nearby, with glis- 
tening shafte and trim shaven turf, the but- 
teroups and daisies looking bravely up from

One of the funniest 
men of the last Congress, & man whose name 


sion, was elected to this. He had before he 
came to the House sp splendid legal practice. 
He acquired drinking habite at Washington 
and he hes now degenerated, though he is 
not yet 40, into a bar-room ioafer. One of the 
brightest men who eversat in the House of 
Representatives was James B. Belford of Col- 
orado. He was making $20,(00 a year before 
he was elected to Congress, and when he 
came here he was as bright asthe silver of bis 
own Rocky Mountains and was as Straight as 
astring. He got to drinking and Washington 
ruined him. He reformed and re-reformed, 
only to break his good resolutions and sink 
lower, until during his last days in Congress 
be was almost constantly ander the influence 
of liquor. He was a very brilliant man and 
he could make a better speech drunk than 
most other men could sober, and no matter 
what his condition was the galleries were 
always ready to listen to him. After he left 
Washington he went back to Denver, and I 
understand he has now reformed. When I 
saw him a year or so ago he said he was mak- 
ing a fortune at the law, was a Prohibitioniss, 
and that he never again intended to rua for 
Congress. 
WASHINGTON TEM. TATIONS. 

Ieaw in the House to-day a white-haired 
round-headed, short- bodied Judge, who used 
to represent a Congressional district within a 
hundred miles of Chicago. He was highly re- 
spected and was only a moderate drinker 
when be came to the House. He could not 
resist the temptations of Washington and ne 
isnow a drunkard. He bas had several ex- 
periences with the Providence Hospital, and I 
have seen bim on the street in such a cond!- 
tion that 1 thought he must be having a fit of 
delirium tremens at the time.

There ls an American Minister who 
gets a salary from Unele Sam considerably 
higher than that of a Oongressman who has 
been laid up a sumber of times at this same 
Providence Hospital and this hospital 
is the place to which all statesmen are carried 
when they become so under the influence of 
liquor that they need medical treatment. The 
authorities are very discreet, and no one 
knows the names of their patients. nor do 
they publish a catalogue of their diseases. 


PUBLIC MEN GENERALLY PRINE. 
Ido not believe that there isa greater per- 
centage of drunkenness among the Congress- 


tban there is among any other body of men 
outside of a church synod the country over. 
The great majority of public men drink more 
or less. It ts only the few, however, who 
drink to excess, and as to our Presinents, 
there bas never deen an instance of any one 
except Andrew Johnson being charged with 
taking too much whisky while in the White 
House, and all of them, with the exception of 
Hava have been moderate drinkers. Wash- 
ington was a goes judge of wine. Thomas 
Jefferson paid $11,000 for drinks during his lite 
inthe White House, and Andrew Johnson 
served up Tennessee punch to his guests.

A great many of our Statesmen believe that 
the use of 2 light wines and beers 
tend to tempersnece. if you will take France 
you will findless drunkenneés there 
than in England, and there are not as many 
drunkards there as in the United States. 
Many of the statesinen drink only at dinner 
and not afew touch nothing except when ata 
big feast. Speaker Reed once told me that he 
did not approve of mixing drinks at these 
state dinners, and that as for him, champagne 
was good enough and he cared for no other 
wine when be had it. Senator Ingalis is not 
averse to a good glass of sherry, and as for 
the Southern men, they usually preter whisky

Beau Hickman’s. 
WASHINGTON DEAD-BEATS. 

Beau Hickman was the prince of Washing 
ton dead-beats. For more than fifty years he 
worked the statesmen and strangers for 
drinks and loans. Henry Clay was one of his 
victimes, and starting here with some money 
and good clothes be managed to live for over 
a generation on what he could squeeze out of 
strangers. Another noted character of the 
same kind was Ben Butler’s son-in law, who 
was at one time Consul-General to Egypt, and 
who while there wert to the Khedive and told 
him that the United States r 
him very poorly, aud he would like to 0 
from the Royal Treasury. 
The Khedive gave him something and 
he managed to squeeze out quite 
an amount in addition to his salary. He 
had a numberof other appointments but he 
drank bimself out ot all ot them aud then 
came back to Washington to loaf about the 
hotels here. One ofthe leading resturant- 
eurs of the Capital bad an order to give him 
all he wanted to eat but nothing to drink and 
he thus lived for some years. © was one of 
the most brillant writers in the United 
States and when sober wasa very entertain- 
ing conversationalist. Ie was married twice 
and his firet wife was Rose Kytinge, the act- 
ress. Sbe I think gota divorce and Butler 
mirried again a nice little woman who took 
care of him almost to the time of his death a 
few years ago. 

THE STREET SHARKS. 

The lobbyists and déad-beats of Washing- 
ton have been reduced in number during late 
years. The cltvil service examinations have 
radically reduced they power of persuading 
office-seekers that they can furnish them 
places, and you do not now see advertise- 
ments in the Washingtos papers offering $100 
cash and 10 per cept of the salary received for 
a government position. Five years ago such 
advertisements were cOMmMOn and Were were 
three or more of them in every day’s issue of 
the papers. Now they appear only occasion- 
ally. Nearly all of the big companies and big 
interests have lobbyists stationed at Wash- 
ington Who know these sharks and who 
warn their friends against them.

Returning to drinking at the Capitol, the 
Senate restaurant is now Very well patronized 
by members of the House. Its bill of tare in- 
cludes all sorts of fancy drinks, and there is 
not much use of asking for cold tea. There 
is a rule against the sale of liquors, but it is 
not operative, and there is no rule which pre- 
venta a man keeping a bottle in his committee 
room. Senatar Pendleton used to have a good 
brand of champagne in the Library Commit- 
tee, and it is not uncommon for Don Cameron 
to give a lunch with wines to some of his Sen- 
atorial friends ip one of the committee rooms. 
Senator Wolcott of Colorado is said to be an 
authority on fancy drinks. Voorhees of In-

laughter. He is not of the plebeian sort, who 
serenade their inamorata with guitar and 
voice; he brings the division band, which, 
by the way, drinks beerand is thirty pieces 
strong. The beer is imported and costs 80 
cents a bottle. The guitar would be much 
cheaper and infinitely more romantic, al- 
though, perhaps, notso impressive from a 
military standpoint. 

The soldiers of the Peruvian army are the 
best drilled rank and file in South America, 
although they were unable to stand before 
the Chilians, who had little organization, 
during the war of 1879-83. The Chilenos, be- 
ing further from the equator, and having 
more iron in their blood as a result, were able 
in pell-mell attack to throw the Peruvians 
into apanic. Each Chilian carries a sickie- 
shaped knife, with which to save himself the 
trouble of making prisoners of the wounded. 
When they surprised thé citadel on the high 


ground above Chorrilios, Lima’s watering 

lace, the Peruvians, being unabie to éscape, 
eaped

into the sea. Their choice was between thet 
mode of death and having their throats cut. 
The town, which was a beautifal summer re- 
sort, is entirely destroyed. 

The Peruvian 1 — is composed of two 
classes which are quite distinct. The Span- 
lards are never seen in the ranks and the 
cholas and negroes have no reasonable hope 
of 8 officers. The bands are largely 
made up of blacks and their music compares 
favorably with that of regimental bands in 
any country. 

he officers are many of them young; cap- 
tains of 20 are not unusual. They are rarely 
seen in citigen’s dress and go lu society in full 
uniform—a gaudy one it is, too, with red 
trousers cut close at the bottom and invaria- 
bly three inches too loag, and double width 
with black external strive which has to wob- 
ble in following the line of the leg, because of 
ite excessive length. A short and much 
braided jacket with buttons at the back that 
are much nearer the shoulder biades than the 
ordinary location for buttons, and a red or 
pink cap heavy with golden braid. Compa- 
nies are drilled with the voice and regiments 
by the bugie. 

Conscription is n by the constitu- 
tion of the Repubilc, and as the Indian and 
cholo are too ignorant of public affairs to be 
animated by patriotism, volunteers are driven 
in handeuffed from the interior. Some of 
them are captured while drunk, but the ma- 
marl. are selected by the governors of prov- 
nees and sent under guard toa central mit- 
tary station. On arriving at the barracks — 
are forced to sign a paper which sets fort 
that their act in becoming soldiers is entirely 
voluntary. They are then sworn in and 
drilled until their spirit is broken. The 
volunteers wife or sweetheart or sister 
can accompany him if she is willing. 
These women, Rabonasé, as they are called, 
are a feature peculiar to the army of this 
country. Bables born in city barracks ace 
usually sent to the orphanage, an institution 
which can be found in every South American 
town ofany size, and those who enter this 
dreary world upon the tented fie remain 
with their mother and have as gooda chance 
of reaching maturity as those sent to found- 
ling asylums. Each city has

which supervises, as a managing board, all 
the public charities—a central organization 
such as the large cities of every country 
should have, to prevent reduplication of char- 
ity, and by an intimate knowledge of 

auperism at large thereby avoid 
he encouragement of the unworthy. 
The methode employed by this society are po- 
culiar to Spanish American countries. It 
conducts the Sunday afternoon bull-fight and 
a Sunday morning cock-fight, has ashare in 
minor lottery ventures and thelike. Not a 
bad plan either, this making entertainments, 
of the sort that many think ungodly, pay trib-« 
ute to the support of the worthy poor. — 
gained from sports in which the sufferings of 
fowisor animals, or the danger to buman 
life, as in bull- fighting, isthat which attracts 
spectators, is considered by some good peo- 
ple as partaking iu the sin. Butis it not bet- 
ter to take from the devil any partof his in- 
come that can be captured, than to let the 
tail go with the hide?“ Those who object to 
making the liquor traffic pay 4 
part ot the burthen is imposes 
upon society, in the pauperism 
it induces, as provided by license laws—good 
people, too—think that it is a compromise 
with Satan. Here the feeling is that an 
money gained fora good purpose from suc 
business is just so much saved from bad uses. 
Last Sunday, in achurch here, a walte was 
played upon the organ directly before the 
elevation of the holy host, the most impress- 
ive of ceremonies.

The bull-fght is conducted with muck less 
cruelty here than in Mexico or Cuba. One is 
snved tne harrowing and disgusting spectacie 
of a horse with his entralis pro ing, being 
urged while blindfolded against a mad dull. 
. here the bull-fignt can hardly be 
ecbaracterized as inhuman, for the sport con-

high stakes closely set, between which the 
fighter can run if he is hotly pursued. Thie, 
in addition tothe step running around the 
whole circie of the arena, from which. he can 
vault out of the ring. Mueh of the fighting 
is done by Lima’s young men as amateurs, 
and their lady admirers trim forthem in 
gaudy ribbons the darts which are thrust into 
the bulls’ shoulders. 

The cockpits are similar to those of other 
countries, and serious disorders rarely occur 
iu them. Oock-figbting isnot alf o bed as 
itis sometimes painted. The cocks like it

Mr. Thompson of Chicdgo comes in saying

and Seven Syringes streets. It ony not ound 
so bad y tn Spanish as it does in English. 
Perhaps the articles referred to in the names 
of streets had some sacred use three 
centuries ago when Pizgaro laid out this 
town.’’ The names of streets in Lema 
which he mentions are not the oddest ones 
by any means. Salling from Callao, Limas 
seaport, south along the coast and always 
within sight of it, the first object of interest 
is the miraculous candlestick which fs out 
lined upon en abrupt ei. The strip of land 
between the coast and the external range of 
the Andes is sixty to ones hundred miles in 
width and is rainiess. The first fertile spot is 
the valley of Canete and the rest the wider 
one of Pisco. The steamer-always has con- 
siderable cargo to exchange at thi sport, as it 
ie the terminas ofthe railway from Ilo, and 
passengers have ample time foran excursion 
to the town, which is a mile by street car from 
the landing. The car is made in the United 
States too. The houses of this and other 
Peruvian villages are of canes stuck in 
ground and daubed with mud. Over each 
door, hung from a projecting bar of iron, 16 6 
little lamo. The population is made up of 
half castes and a few wn ey. The principal 
object of interest is the Cathedral, whose 
towers can be seen far out to sea, with its 
wonderfully elaborate gilded wood 
carving done by the Jesuits. Near 
by and connected with it is the 
monastery of San Francisco, now fallen into 
ruin.

This 
valley, a narrow one, like Ubateau Iquem and 
Chateau Lafitte, lays in the particular angle to 
the sun that is necessary to the fullest 
development of the choicest flavors of the 
grape. Anyway, the italla produced here 
s sold as Pisco and brings a price far in ad- 
vance of an her grape brandy. This is the 
finest possible brandy, an has the 
body and ollness of a liqueur. It is 
shipped in the oddest possible receptacie, a 
stone jar shaped like an obese carrot two and 
one-haif feet long and seven inches at the 
waist, and which always looks as if it 
wanted to stand upon its bead. 

Four hundred and seventy-five miles south 
of Callao, and 4,080 from New York, is Mol- 
lendo, the ses terminus of the southern and 
principal railway system ot Pero. The town, 
a small village, is a comfort to American 
eyes, for it was built of lumber from the 

nited States dy the railway company, 
and contrasts strangely with the adobe 
cities of this coast. Harbor there is none. 
It a heavy sea is running passengers cannot 
land; if there be only an ordinary swell you 
are clevated by a crane from alauneh; ifthe 
sea is quite calm you can jump upon the 
mole-stair from a small boat. Ollendo suf. 
fered severely during its occupation by the 
Uhillans early in the war, in the destruction 
of its railway shops and station.

HE life of a General 
or statesman, though 
it may be Interesting 
andeven instructive, 
yet always has in it 
an element of eocarse- 
ness in the character 
and career of the 
hero, but especially 
In hie co-workers and 
surroundings, that of- 
fends the cultivated 
mind. Bus such 3 
mind regards with keen satisfaction the 
career of the great scholar and great thinker. 
Buch was Henry Thomas Buckle. Well de- 
ended, Buckle was born in Kent, England, 
November 24, 1821. In childhood asin youth, 
and throughout hie life, Buckle’s health was 
infirm. Owing to ili health, his studies at 
school were prosecuted without severity of 
application, though not without success. 
Me graduated nowhere, for Buckle did 
mot need to be a graduate. In mind 
he was a prodigy. In memory especially he 
bad few equals in the world. Of prose he re- 
membered the substance by a singldé reading. 
Of choice pieces of prose which engaged his 
admiration, with three or four readings he 
got them by heart. Poetry he remembered by 
Wholesale. Shakspeare he loved with the 
love of idolatry. He speaks of him as ‘‘great- 
estofthesons of men. Asto choice parts 
of Shakspeare, he could repeat them by the 
page. With certain French poets he was 
eyually familiar. For the study of history as 
he regarded history, this astonishing mem- 
ory was valuable tothe last degree. Itena- 
bied bim to master completely ali the leading 
modern languages—French, German, italiano, 
Spanish, Portugese and Dutch—and to get a 
fair knowledge of ten or a dozen others. 

When Buckle was 19 years of age his father 
died of consumption, leaving his son heir ton 
frail constitution and an estate yleiding an 
anpua! revenue of about $7,000, no big income 
for one who had totravel much and to buy 
gradually a library of 22,000 books. Boon after 
the fatber’s death the son and his widowed 
mother spent betWeen two and three years on 
the Continent. They did not go as tourists, 
but as temporary residents at different cities 
successively, in order that Henry might learn 
the modern languages. With this outiit be 
returned to London and began his great work. 


He was a laborlous student, but his accumu- 
lution of learning was due less to his toll than 
to his amazing memory. Nor as «a studcnt was 
Buckie an ascetic. Dr. Johnson ones wrote 
to Mrs. Thrale 
**I LOVE TO DINE 
Buckie, too, loved to dine, and especially in 
cow pany.liecloved to dine out and to entertain 
ut hies own board. Ine exiliaration of the 
table gave him a needed repose. in conver- 
sation Buckle was brilliant. LUls vast and 
Varied attainments enabled ulm to discuss in- 
telligentiy and inatructiveiy almost any topic 
that could be started. HUlsetory, in its limit- 
less amplitude, theology, piysics, cuemistry, 
physical gvography, ethnology, metaphysics, 
Political economy, anatomy, physiology and 
Philology ,—on ail these subjects he wus able 
at call to pour out a flood of light. Few men 
had Backie’s latitude of learning. It is cer- 
tain that in perspiculty, force and 
ot diction he wasnot surpassed. Yet he be- 
came a little addicied to monologuing. If a 
Utestion were put to him be understood that 
it was addressed,io him, not as to a conversa- 
tionist, but as to a Professor, and he 
receeded to discuss it with elaboration. 
‘@tin this matter the generous mind refuses 
to censure. Few are perfect. The class of 
friends with whom he ate roast beef were 
giadtohave Buckle on bisown terms. Be 


sides, though not awit, he gave out occa- 
sionai glieame of humor thatenlivened. Asa 
conversationist Buckle was copious, erudite 


and vivacious. 

Buckie wes a born gamester.

Without any admixture of chance, the game 
of chess, was ibuckle’s delight, and in 
that great game he had extraordinary III. 
There were not many better players in Ku- 
rope. He would spend an hour or 80 every 
day atthe board. In doing so be was wrong. 
Chess is a sedentary diversion; be needed ac- 
tive diversion, Chessis indoor diversion; he 
needed outdoor diversion, Finally, chess is 
intelicctual toil; he needed intellectual re- 
pose. instead of laboring at the chess board, 
if, shotgun in band, he had been leaping 
ditches in quest of woodcocks or, mounted on 
a liery horse, had greeted the rising sun and 
the song of the lark while following the yell of 
the hounds in the chase, Buckie might be liy- 
ing to-day and the world be richer by a com- 
pietion of that great task which he only be- 
gan.

But if Bacon 
had died até40mupkind would not bave had 
Novum Orgenum,’’ and if Shakespeare had 
died at 40 we should not have had ‘*Macbeth’’ 
or“ Hamlet. At 40 Buckle had ail the gen 
eral learning and a large part of the particular 
learning necessary in writing the nine add! 
tional volumes in which he proposed to treat 
the history of civilization in England. In 
these nine volumes be would have applied and 
further developed the stupendous generaliza- 
tions set forth in the two volumes of the 
introduction. Great, incalcalably great as is 
the value of the introduction, it is not to ve 
doubted that the value of the history itself 
would have been greater. He wouid doubt- 
less have shown that Joho was a tyrant, a 
busybody and a fool, but that, being a tyrant 
and busybody, it was luckythat he was also 
a fool; that, belng a fool, he was in re- 
sultone of EKvgland’s most beneficent mon- 
archs. 

He would have shown that the resplendent 
Juster of Klizabeth’s reign was doe not at all 
to amy superior capacity of her who sat on the 
throne, dressed her homely person in a new 
Gress daily, stermed and swore lustily, and 
created monopoliesto giut the greed of her 
favorites by oppressing all others, but to 
the operation of iaws of nature upon 
facts of nature ameng a people then the fore- 
most of the world, a people producing an ar- 
ray of talents that dagzied the nations, pro- 
duolng among others the greatest philosopher 
of thatage, Francis Bacon, and the greatest 

t of any age, William Shakespeare. Of 
such a treatise Luckie’s death has deprived 
the world. *

What did Buckle effect for mankind? The 
question is not easily answered. Buckle ha 
to do with history; But history deals bot 
with generals and with particulars. Ia the 
Int uction Buckle holds that history does 
not deal properly with generals, and almost 
omits particulars. His purpose was not less 
than to revolutionize 1 Accordingly 
he constantly distinguishes tween annais 
and history. He seeks to change history from 
an arttoascience. He seeks to show that so- 
ciety is an organism; that like all other organ- 
isms it moves and develops according to laws; 
that to state facts, though the sole duty of the 
annalist, is but a small part of the duty of the 
historiah; that to him belongs the task of 
finding the causes of social movements and of 
tracing tue operations of those causes. 
Macauiay, with his boundless knowledge of 
facts and the vividuess and vivacity of his 

ictures, Buckle would call not a historian, 

ut an apnalist: A historian must be some- 
thing 

MORE THAN A FINE WRITER. 

He must be learned in all the sciences affect- 
ing society, and in addition, a thinker, capa~ 
bie in tracing social movements, whether 
progressive, us in England, or retrogressive 
asin Spain, af discovering causes and then 
demonstrating the relation of cause and 
effect. Stated in general terms the task 
Buckle | wee gan: to bimggif was to change 
history from an artintoascience. He began 
at the beginning. Without caring to determine 
Whether man’s will is freé or not, he found us 
a fact that at any rate it is controlled by ex- 
ternal circumstances and that this control ts 
absolute. 

Buckie held that the will is always con- 
trolied by antecedents. ‘‘As all antecedents 
are either in the mind or outof it, we clearly 
see thatall the variations in the results—in 
other words, all the changes of which history 
is full, all the vicissitudes of the human race, 
their progress or their decay, their ry 
or their wisery—must be the fruit of a double 
action; an action of external phenomena 
upon the mind and anotber action of the 
mind upon the phenomena. These are the 
materlals out of which a philosophie history 
can alone be constructed. We may say 
then that Buckle’s task was to distinguish be- 
tween the mere annalist and historian, or be- 
tween the mere factual and supertiicial his- 
torian and the philosophic historian. 


Prior to Buckle no one bad understood the 
values of statistics. Onthat subject his spec- 
ulations are ingenious, instructive and orig- 
inal. Starting from tue postulate that ail 
social facts result from the reciprocal action 
of external phenomena upon mind and of 
mind upon external phenomena, he surpriges 
the reader by showing from statistics the i- 
formity which In a givensociety marks the re- 
suits in succeasive years. Acts which, as to 
individuals, are totally unpredictable, may 
be predicted of a community. Murder, for 
example, is usualiy athing of transient rage; 
again, the purpose to murder is often 
thwarted; again the passion cools or the pur- 
posed murderer relents. One would suppose 
that an actso dependent on caprice and so 
Habe to be prevented, would defy generaliza- 
tion. Yetthe number of murders is predictable; 
The number of suicides would seem to be less 
predictable. In many cases suicide springs 
from an attack of insanity, itself unpredict- 
able; and further, insanity has rarely a su- 
cidal tendency; still further, an intended sui- 
cide whether on account of insanity or not, 
is often interfered with and prevented; yet 
again, he who contemplates suicide is some- 
times dissuaded by a bit of good news, an ac- 
cidental joyous meeting witha friend or a 
happy turnin hie affairs. Yet ot a community 
in the mass even the 


NUMBER OF SUICIDES IS PREDICTABLE. 

What can be more completely a matter of 
chance than the forgetting to direct a letter 
before wallingit. Yet statistics show that 
this net is repeated in successive years, with 
surprising uniformity. But unliformigty means 
regularity and the word regularity, from the 
latin regula, a rule or law, means according 
to law. Buckle concludes that not 
only the motions of planets in their 
orbits, the evolution of the seed into its 
proper plant, the movement of the tide and 
the convulsions of the earthquake, but aiso 
this reciprocal action of external phenomena 
upon mind, and ot mind upon external phe- 
nomena which makes up history, is under the 
control of law, that law controls in social ex 
actly asin material affairs, that history is a 
science. 

Perhaps Buckle did no greater service to the 
world than in showing the universality of nat- 
It was beginning to be understood 
among physicistethatin the physical worid 
law is Supreme; but none had been bold 


| enough,to Delieve that the caprices of men,

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the mingling of virtue and vice, of industry 


and indolence, of wisdom and “([folly, 
are also under the rule of law. Buckle 
showed this. Beginning with the be- 
ginoing, tbat all social facts, let 


me repeat it—that all soolal facts result from 
the reciprocal action of mind and external 
phenomena, Buckle raises the question why 
should not this action as well as the action of 
chemical simples upon each other, be sub- 
ject to law? Shall law, everywhere else 
supreme, not control in the matters vitaliy 
affecting the happiness of men and of their 
wives and their children? Shall all else inthe 
universe, from the planet Jupiter, neariy 
100, 00% miles in diameter, down to the tiny 
animalicuie swimming in the drop of water 
that you drink, be subject to law and yet man 
himeelf in society exempt? Rejecting the 
exception Buckle asserted the absolute 
universality of law. But f lav is universal, 
if itis supreme in social affairs, then history 
isascience. No man ever treated better than 
Buckle the dignity of natural law and the 
disasters which have resulted to human inter- 
ests from an interference by artificial law with 
natural law. The interference commonly 
passes under the name of protection—for 
Government, assuming to be wiserthan na- 
ture, undertakes to protect some object of its 
special concern.

shows in pages profound in learning, invinel- 
bie in reasoning and resplendent In felicity of 
diction, that wherever the protective spirit 
has prevailed ithas wrought mischief; that 
society is controlled by natural laws; that 
wherever man’s egotism and presumption at- 
tempts to be wiser than nature and to over- 
ride her laws, he only betrays his folly and 
brings the consequences offolly. Whoever 
would understand the direful results of that 
relic of the Dark Ages—the protective tariff 
how in practicing injustice it has encouraged 
and, in @ sense, necessitated crime; how it 
has enriched the few by piundering the many; 
how a violation of the laws ot trade fixed by 
nature is both wicked and stupid, should read 
the pages or Buckle. He wiliseé that God is 
wiser than man and juster than man, 
and that 1 with nature's lavs is 
always aud completely wrong. No young 
man of to-day should consider his education 
Nnished till he has read and re-read Kuckle’s 
**History of Oivilization.’’ During the pres- 
ent century Europe has produced three men 
undoubtedly great. One was Victor Hugo, 
author of Les Miserables, the greatest 
novelever written, and as a work ef genius 
second only to Shakspeare.

Description of the Present the Wife of the 
President Has Been Tendered.

The most conspicuous of the houses at Cape 


May Point is now the one which has recently 
been tendered to by Mrs, Harrison from Post- 
master Wanamaker and others of her friends. 

It stands high, in a splendid lot, 100x200 feet 
in size. It faces south gn Beach avenue, and 
is within 100 feetofthe tide line and near to 
the lighthonse. It has two main entrancgs, 
one on Beach avenue and one on Harvard 


avenue. It is halt a mile from the bay line. 
The view of ocean and bay and valley from 
the upper rooms is superb. 

The house is built of wood, of slate color, 
quite dark, but lightened and warmed up bere 
and there along the comb of the roof and at 
other points with a touch of red. It fronts to 
the south, full upon the sea, from which it — 
separated only by about the breath of the 
beach.
